This last 
month saw the South Indian film Baahubali break 
all sorts of records; we have watched all manner of 
movies ranging from blockbuster Bollywood to small 
budget art films in Austin, and on the movie pages, 
100% of the time, “Not reviewed at press time.” 


Just curious as to why you ignore this segment 
of cinema. Hopefully not because of prejudice or 
preconceived notions.

[Film Reviews Editor Marjorie Baumgarten 
responds: We appreciate your inquiry. It’s defi¬ 
nitely a problem area that we’ve never been able 
to crack. A while back, we used to review more 
of these films, but over the last couple of years 
their numbers have increased locally. For Aug. 
21, my count as we head to press is eight South 
Asian films playing locally, five holdovers, and 
three new openings. Coupled with that, there are 


nine other new films opening locally, which keeps 
our film-reviewing staff of five stretched thin. 
Additionally, the South Asian film distributors do 
not make things easier for American journalists 
in terms of notifying us about openings, or mak¬ 
ing the films accessible to film reviewers. With no 
advance information from the promoters or the 
theatre chains, it’s impossible to know whether 
a particular film will stick around in Austin for a 
second week, which would be our first chance to 
review it. I hate to send a reviewer to a 2-3-hour 
movie and then not have the review run because 
the movie is already gone. I know this sounds like 
a lot of excuses, but I am just trying to present the 


unique difficulties that these films represent for 
U.S. reviewers. The staff already strains to cover 
everything we do, and the Indian film reviews 
become, unfortunately, some of the casualties.]

As a neighbor so close to the development 
[“Grove Matters,” News, Aug. 14], I will be greatly 
impacted by whatever Milestone is allowed to do 
here. I have valid concerns that are not being 
responded to by Milestone, but I fully support a 
reasonable mixed-use development as shown in 
the Alternative Vision created by the BCRC. The 
neighbors’ valid petition rights are being denied, 
and it is diminishing how we affect this massive 
rezoning next to an established Central Austin 
neighborhood. I am a proponent of a mixed-use 
development and think it could add real value 
to the neighborhood and provide nice affordable 
housing to the area, but there will be major safety 
concerns for my family and all of my neighbors if 
traffic is not properly addressed. I also support 
more usable parkland with greenway buffers to 
enhance connectivity rather than the minimal 
amount in the PUD. 

This development could truly be a gem in 
Central Austin if it is done correctly. The devel¬ 
oper has proven that he won’t do the right thing 
if he doesn’t get pushback from the city and con¬ 
cerned neighbors. Please help make sure that 
this beautiful and rare piece of Central Austin 
land is treated appropriately to enhance the sur¬ 
rounding neighborhoods and Austin in general.

TIRED TAX-CUTTING ARGUMENTS IGNORE COMMUNITY BENEFITS

TRAVIS COUNTY COMMISSIONERS court 

formally adopted Tuesday a $287 million bond pro¬ 
posal for a long-delayed Civil and Family Court¬ 
house Complex to be placed on the November bal¬ 
lot. If voters approve, the new courthouse will be 
built at Fourth and Guadalupe, on what is currently 
a parking lot owned by the county. 


CIVIL RIGHTS HERO and icon Julian Bond, 

activist, leader, legislator, and historian, died 
Saturday, Aug. 15, after a brief illness. He was 75. In 
a statement, President Obama said, “Justice and 
equality was the mission that spanned his life.” 


HOUSTON SEN. JOHN Whitmire and Lt. Gov. 
Dan Patrick met at the Capitol Tuesday to announce 
the launch of a special inquiry into jail suicides. 
There have been 29 suicides in Texas county jails in 
the past fiscal year (ending Aug. 31) and three since 
Sandra Bland’s death. 


WHILE THAT WAS happening, the TtavisCo. 
Sheriff’s Office distributed a press release concerning 
the death of an inmate at the county jail. Athena 
Covairubias, 40, went to jail on Aug. 5 for possession 
of a controlled substance, possession of marijuana, 
and driving with an invalid license, all in Williamson 
County. According to TCSO, “preliminary findings show 
that there is no evidence of foul play,” though the 
medical examiner will perform an autopsy this week. 


HOOD COUNTY HAS agreed to pay $43,872 to 
settle a lawsuit filed by Jim Cato and Joe Staple- 
ton, a gay couple denied a marriage license in 
June. County Clerk Katie Lang, backed by anti-LGBT, 
conservative Liberty Institute, refused to issue the 
license based on “religious convictions.” Local attor¬ 
neys Jan Soifer and Austin Kaplan, who represent¬ 
ed the couple, will donate a portion of the recovered 
legal fees to the Equality Texas Foundation. 


APD OFFICER AARON Van Bishop filed a law¬ 
suit against the city, alleging that his chain of com¬ 
mand failed to respond to complaints of a female 
co-worker sexually harassing him. Oddly enough, 
the co-worker was Brenda Bermudez, the detective 
who sued the city, alleging a group of male officers 
sexually harassed her. 


In the same Aug. 6 editorial that endorsed 
Council Member Don Zimmerman’s pro¬ 
posal to slash the proposed wage increase 
for city employees, the Statesman editors 
dragged out the thoughtless 
cliche of the tax-cut crowd 
(left and right): “It’s no won¬ 
der so many readers of this 
page continue to question 
why Austin’s explosive growth 
- financed in part by public 
dollars - is not paying for 
itself.” Under this common 
metric, it’s a presumption that 
any increase in taxes or fees 
for city services must mean 
that “growth isn’t paying for 
itself.” Instead, newcomers (or evil “devel¬ 
opers”) should assume any and all rising 
costs - and those of us who have lived in 
the city for years should be automatically 
exempt of (indeed subsidized for) all new 
public expenses. 


I’ll get back to that, but note first that 
it’s become a corollary axiom that Austin’s 
“affordability crisis” - another dubious 
buzzphrase - is primarily to be attributed 
to property taxes, especial¬ 
ly from the city of Austin. 
Setting aside the fact that 
the harshest burden of 
local property taxes has 
been imposed by the 
Legislature’s unwilling¬ 
ness to establish a consti¬ 
tutionally mandated, fair 
and equitable system of 
public school finance, the 
people hit hardest by ris¬ 
ing prices are those who 
can no longer afford homes in Austin, 
taxes or no taxes. Those of us lucky enough 
to squeeze into the local market when it 
was still possible might well be grateful to 
pay our own property taxes on our ever- 
rising equity. 


How easy it is, and intellectually lazy, to 
see in an extraordinarily prosperous local 
economy only the begrudged obligation to 
contribute to it, and to curse public taxation 
as though none of us are actually benefiting 
from that prosperity. “What’s mine is mine 
- don’t touch my equity” is the implicit 
refrain. Let “growth” - that is, somebody 
else, preferably a newcomer - pay the bills. 

FUDGING THE NUMBERS 

That’s not the end of the dishonesty The 
Statesman editors bluster that under the 
proposed budget, the property tax rate 
would rise from 48.09 cents per $100 valua¬ 
tion to 48.14. They don’t mention that the 
city’s spring forecast called for a rate cut of 
a half-cent, to 47.59. Instead, Mayor Steve 
Adler and Council directed that the pro¬ 
posed rate should be adjusted to pay for a 
6% homestead exemption without cutting 
city services - ergo, 48.14 cents. The editors,

one recalls, strongly endorsed a 20% home¬ 
stead exemption - without even suggest¬ 
ing how to pay for that annual giveback to 
property owners. (They even fail to 
acknowledge that while general fund 
spending is growing 6% for FY 2016, rates 
and fees would be rising only 3.6% - could 
it be that “growth” is doing its part?) 

The no-longer-new 10-1 Council is also 
grumbling about the tax rate they explic¬ 
itly requested, and they’re finding out just 
how difficult it is to maintain city services 
while cutting spending. So what do the 
Statesman editors recommend? Take the 
cost out of the pay of city employees, who 
are apparently immune from the “afford¬ 
ability crisis.” 

The editors also endorse the Taxpayer 
Impact Statement (subsequently enacted 
by a cowed Council), a public relations 
maneuver designed to reflect the costs of 
government without acknowledging the 
returns on investment. Some Council 
members complained that the statement 
should in theory include the entire, over¬ 
lapping local tax bill. What they should 
have said is looking at only one side of the 
ledger is a good way to go blind in one eye. 

SHARED PROSPERITY, 

SHARED BURDEN 

Indeed, as the Statesman's editors cer¬ 
tainly should know, Austin’s prosperity is 
inseparable from Austin’s growth. People 
have come here, are coming here, not 
because of the cool factor or the property 
tax rate - but because the city continues 
to offer economic opportunity and a good 
quality of life. Austinites have built, and 
continue to build, a great city, with a well- 
earned reputation for community engage¬ 
ment, environmental stewardship, a will¬ 
ingness to take risks, and yes, progressive 
local culture and government - witness 
just the recent public celebrations at the 
County Clerk’s Office and the Capitol 
over the extension of marital rights to 
all citizens. 

Growth does pay: Without it, we could 
not have a vibrant Downtown center, an 
architecturally distinguished and produc¬ 
tive City Hall, music and cultural festivals 
that bring the world to our doorstep, nor 
major new public institutions like the hos¬ 
pital district and the central library. The 
latter represent major democratic invest¬ 
ments in the city’s future, approved by 
Austinites; they will enrich the communi¬ 
ty, expand health care, provide intellectual 
and economic opportunity to more Aus¬ 
tinites - and yes, attract more newcomers. 

As I point out elsewhere in this issue 
(“What Do Austinites Want?” p.24), it’s 
fortunate that most Austin citizens are 
not so shortsighted and miserly as the 
daily’s pandering editors. Citizens under¬ 
stand that community is a shared obliga¬ 
tion, and constantly demanding that 
somebody else pay the bills begins to 
sound like a teenager insisting he didn’t 
ask to be born. Guess what, editors: You’re 
here now, and we all need to shoulder our 
shares of the load. ■ 


I subtitled last week’s column “Cutting 
through the bullshit on Short-Term Rentals,” 
but unfortunately, a 10-hour Planning and 
Neighborhoods Committee meeting this 
Monday/Tuesday did little to advance that 
cause (see “Late-Night STR Debate,” p.16). 
And unless someone steps up at today’s 
Council meeting to break a conceptual dead¬ 
lock, it appears we’ll just have this whole dis¬ 
cussion over again sometime next month. 

To recap: There’s been mounting discon¬ 
tent over the current city ordinance licensing 
and regulating STRs passed amid consider¬ 
able controversy three years ago. Critics, 
including city staff, say the ordinance doesn’t 
allow them to enforce standards, or to identi¬ 
fy unlicensed operators - which is especially 
problematic with the non-owner-occupied, or 
commercial, Type 2 units, 
which take housing off the 
market, and also generate the 
bulk of the code complaints. 

The current ordinance makes 
little distinction between 
Types 1 and 2, but critics 
have been at great pains to 
stress that their beef is with 
the commercial operators - 
not the residents renting out 
rooms in their houses, or the 
garage apartment in back, 
who are neither fostering the “party house” 
atmosphere that’s made the headlines, nor 
contributing to the housing shortage that’s 
the more serious long-term problem. 

So with that backdrop, the much-anticipat¬ 
ed public hearing on revisions to the STR 
ordinance commenced Monday afternoon, 
and ran until 2:44am. Unfortunately, when 
some six hours of public testimony ended 
well after midnight, and with some 30 over¬ 
lapping proposals then to be considered, 
there was barely time to run through them, 
identify the ones that everyone could agree 


on with little or no discussion, and punt the 
rest for further consideration next month. 

CM Kathie Tovo barely had time to read 
her proposed amendments into the record, 
with the understanding as she did so that 
these proposals - most already three years 
in the making - were once again being post¬ 
poned without consideration or discussion. 
That’s especially problematic because one of 
those proposals was for an immediate mor¬ 
atorium on issuing new Type 2 licenses to 
properties which might be in conflict with the 
rules currently being formulated. That means 
the estimated 5,000 unlicensed STRs cur¬ 
rently operating in Austin - who have 
declined to register for the past three years 
and are now operating illegally - will get 
another five months or so to get their paper¬ 
work in under rules we 
believe to be seriously flawed. 
It seems inevitable that the 
city will eventually join most 
of our peers in banning or at 
least extending limitations on 
commercial Type 2 STRs in 
residential zoning. Extending 
a long grace period now just 
makes that coming disruption 
yet more difficult, while taking 
hundreds, and perhaps thou¬ 
sands of units off the housing 
market for no particular reason. Type Is, 
meanwhile, will be encouraged not to register 
until the fees go down under the new regs. 

Meanwhile, it took until after 2am for any¬ 
one on the dais to acknowledge the most 
obvious suggestion, when CM Greg Casar 
suggested that Type 1 license fees be 
reduced dramatically, to encourage and 
reward compliance by the owner-occupied 
STRs that everyone agrees we want to facili¬ 
tate. (It seems entirely likely that this distinc¬ 
tion will solve ongoing inspection and insur¬ 
ance questions as well: Commercial Type 2 


STRs require commercial insurance and the 
same inspections as bed and breakfasts; 

Type Is probably don’t.) Yet, this entirely logi¬ 
cal, simple proposal, which no one opposes, 
will likely not be brought up at today’s Council 
meeting - and neither will the moratorium - 
out of deference to the Council committee 
system that was unable to produce them 
at 2:30am. 

My guess is that both a moratorium on 
Type 2s, and fee relief for Type Is, would 
pass the full Council today with little or no 
opposition, had they made it onto the list of 
recommendations. Because they didn’t, we 
all get punished, unless someone (it probably 
has to be someone not on the P&N Commit¬ 
tee) does the math.

Council: Dog Days Arrive 

THE COMING WEEKS’ SCHEDULES ARE JAM-PACKED 


City Council is hitting budget crunch 
time, and the strain is showing. Leading up 
to today’s regular meeting (Aug. 20) were 
three work sessions (budget Monday and 
Wednesday, regular meeting Tuesday), as 
well as committee meetings, including a 
marathon Planning and Neighborhoods 
session Monday night - dominated by pub¬ 
lic testimony on short-term rentals - that 
lasted until nearly 3am. (Like water, Council 
work seeks its own level, and pushing the 
heat to the committees means the late 
nights move there too.) 

At Monday’s work session, the whole 
group managed to work through three of 
the five scheduled departmental presenta¬ 
tions - meaning two were bumped to 
Wednesday morning’s session to join the 
five others already on tap. Public budget 
hearings are scheduled for Aug. 20 and Aug. 
27 (that is, beginning at today’s regular 
meeting), and it would be helpful for 
Council members to have heard all the pre¬ 
sentations before the public weighs in. 

Monday’s session (beginning with Austin 
Water) began to derail when District 7 
Council Member Leslie Pool raised the 
issue of Stage 2 water restrictions (one 
watering a week), arguing they should 
remain in force rather than “ping-ponging” 
back and forth in response to the May and 
June rains followed by July and August 
drought. The subject was not strictly ger¬ 
mane to the budget review, but had been 
prompted by CM Don Zimmerman’s pro¬ 
posal (posted on the Council message 
board, without yet a co-sponsor) to return 
to Stage 1 restrictions (two waterings a 
week) immediately. 

Pool’s remark prompted Zimmerman to 
respond - to the dismay of the temporary 
chair, Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo (Mayor 
Steve Adler was in and out with other 
engagements), who feared wandering from 
budget prep into the policy woods. 
Zimmerman argued that residents have re¬ 
landscaped after the rains, and under the 
city’s own rules, rising lake levels may 
allow the utility to ease the restrictions. 
Austin Water Director Greg Meszaros 
responded that both policy and experience 
suggest rain in Texas is very much an inter¬ 
mittent thing, and administrators are hop¬ 


ing to maintain and encourage residents’ 
recently successful efforts to conserve. 

It was only a brief detour, but it served to 
magnify Council’s concerns about getting 
control of its schedule. In explaining the 
budget decision schedule, Interim City 
Attorney Anne Morgan told the group that 
following the public hearings, Council’s 
state-law-defined day for budget adoption is 
Sept. 8. (Technically, City Manager Marc 
Ott added, Sept. 8, 9, and 10 are scheduled 
for budget adoption, although in most pre¬ 
vious years the adoption is completed in 
one day.) 


That news alarmed CM Ann Kitchen, 
who took it to mean that every individual 
proposed budget amendment - from soup to 
nuts, aardvarks to zebras - had to be raised 
and voted on in a single day. That’s never 
been the case (the budget adoption votes 
normally ratify decisions made in the prog¬ 
ress of budget review), but with an inexperi¬ 
enced Council and departmental presenta¬ 
tions lagging, actual decisions on open 
questions have been few. Morgan promised 
to return with more precise information 
(and indeed by Tuesday's work session, the 
mayor reported that he’d conferred with 
Morgan and staff, and Council would indeed 
be able to make their budget amendments 
and meet their deadlines). But as Morgan 
described the schedule Monday, it indeed 
sounded like all actual budget decisions 
would be made on one day. 

That mutual misunderstanding provoked 
Zimmerman to chime in and begin 
denouncing the entire budget process, 
insisting that departmental heads were 


simply lining up to “justify expenses,” and 
the Council had little time or ability to 
intervene. “The whole process is complete¬ 
ly backwards,” Zimmerman said, “and I 
think we need to fix it before next year.” He 
contemplated a budget process in which 
Council would take “months” reviewing 
every budget proposal before making deci¬ 
sions - not quite how the process is imag¬ 
ined in the City Charter, let alone practical 
under the city’s administrative structure. 
Zimmerman’s outburst - and its reflexively 
nasty edge - was of a piece with much of his 
treatment of staff throughout the year, and 


it evoked a rare, pointed response from Ott. 

The city manager said he rejected the 
Council member’s characterization of the 
budget process, that city staff members are 
simply doing their job of annually propos¬ 
ing a budget, and that Council has ample 
opportunity to make its own policy deci¬ 
sions. “We’ve done it professionally, we’ve 
given you the benefit of our best collective 
professional judgment about a fiscal plan 
for the next fiscal year ... and I reject your 
characterization of our motives in bringing 
a professional, fiscal document to the 
Council. I don’t think it reflects our intent, 
our work, or the document - the recommen¬ 
dation that is before you. The process is 
what it is, there are some constraints associ¬ 
ated with that timeline that are not reflect¬ 
ed in your remarks. ... This isn’t designed to 
minimize Council’s opportunity to discuss, 
deliberate, and consider - as it is your job - 
this recommendation that is before you, for 
next year’s fiscal plan. So I do not agree 
with your remarks.” 


Zimmerman didn’t respond directly, but 
in due course his complaint was taken up 
again by CM Ellen Troxclair, after Acting 
Assistant City Manager Mark Washington 
began his presentation on Human 
Resources. Part of Washington’s task was to 
explain management’s reasoning in recom¬ 
mending a 3% across-the-board wage 
increase for civilian city employees - com¬ 
parable market rates, maintaining competi¬ 
tiveness, addressing turnover, etc. - and 
Troxclair read it as a direct attack on the 
pending proposal (sponsored by Zimmer¬ 
man) to instead cut-and-tier that wage. She 
accused Washington of exceeding his 
charge, and of “presenting no alternatives” 
to management’s wage proposal. Washing¬ 
ton didn’t retreat - he suggested that 
Council can certainly determine final poli¬ 
cy, but the budget proposal is manage¬ 
ment’s considered recommendation, for 
Council to amend or confirm. 

The immediate effect of the string of 
debates was to run out the clock. As mem¬ 
bers began to leave for various other obli¬ 
gations, they decided to speed-date all 
seven remaining departmental presenta¬ 
tions (including Austin Energy) at 
Wednesday’s morning session, with a hard 
allocation of 20 minutes per department. 
And today’s meeting, depending on public 
turnout for the budget hearings, looks to be 
at least as crowded. 

In addition to kicking off those hearings, 
they’ll be making at least preliminary rec¬ 
ommendations on short-term rentals (see 
“Late-Night STR Debate,” p.18, and “Public 
Notice,” p.12); hearing an appeal by Spring- 
dale Farm concerning its application for a 
conditional use permit (rejected by the 
Planning Commission) - although they 
may limit oft-heard public testimony; and 
presumably moving forward on allowing a 
developer to use a piece of city-owned land 
on Rainey Street as a construction staging 
area, in return for certain concessions (rec¬ 
ommended by the board of the Mexican 
American Cultural Center). Any one of 
those things could evoke another mara¬ 
thon - let’s hope the folks on the Planning 
and Neighborhoods Committee caught 
some ZZZs before this morning.

Close on the heels of the restoration of 
East Cesar Chavez’s Loteria mural, artists 
are now ready to restore another culturally 
resonant street canvas. 

“Our next project is restoring the virgin,” 
said Bertha Delgado, president of the East 
Town Lake Citizens Neighborhood Assoc¬ 
iation, referring to the faded painting of the 
Virgin of Guadalupe on the side of what is 
now Launderette at 2115 Holly. 

Created in 1992, the virgin’s face is hardly 
distinguishable after being exposed to more 
than two decades’ worth of elements, Del¬ 
gado said. She has given Launderette owner 
Margaret Vela a proposal asking for 
$3,000 to buy supplies and to pay the three 
artists tapped to restore the project - 
Martin Coronado, Raymond Robledo, and 
Mike Trevino - for their work. The mural’s 
original artist has since passed away. (At 
press time, Vela had not responded to a 
request for comment.) 

Delgado, who has long spearheaded 
efforts to restore community art, recently 
formed the nonprofit Arte Texas (see “La 
Loteria Returns,” July 10) from which she 
disbursed payment for artists’ work. The 
nonprofit’s coffers - which consisted of the 


$13,000 SXSW donated to restore the 
Loteria mural - are all but depleted now, 
after paying artists and buying supplies for 
that project. “I’d say there’s about $800 
left,” Delgado said. “I paid every artist $700 
and each student artist $150. We also pur¬ 
chased all the materials, and the paint 
alone cost about $1,500 and the spray 
paint $400.” 

To fortify her fledgling nonprofit, Delgado is 
planning on launching a website through 
which people can make further donations 
toward preserving the community’s artwork. 
Separately, more artwork preservation is on 
the horizon thanks to city funds earmarked 
as part of a broader beautification of some 
90 acres of Holly Shores parkland. Some 
$120,000 in City Council-approved funds has 
been allotted to restore and preserve art¬ 
work, including the Chicano Park mural at 
Martin Pool, artist Armando Martinez’s 
piece at the Metz Pool, and 11 walls at the 
shuttered Holly Street Power Plant. 

But those municipal funds won’t be allo¬ 
cated until early next year. For now, the focus 
is on the virgin. “The virgin is vanishing,” 
Delgado said. “And that’s the reason we’re 
restoring the wall.” - Tony Cantu

Frenemies of the Grove 

CONVERSATION ABOUT PROPOSED BULL CREEK 
DEVELOPMENT GETS HEATED 


By the time ARG Bull Creek, Ltd. (separate from 
Milestone Community Builders) won the bid for the 
state-owned, 75-acre plot of land at 45th and Bull 
Creek Road last year, homeowners in the area had 
already done their research. Armed with a survey of 
700 residents, the Bull Creek Road Coalition 
approached the developer with its eye on negotiation. 

It seemed like ARG co-owner Garrett Martin had 
intentions to negotiate as well. He told the Austin 
American-Statesman at the time that he was looking 
forward to working with the community. But a series of 
meetings eventually devolved when ARG filed its 
Planned Unit Development application with the city. 

The Grove at Shoal Creek as currently planned 
will include 1,015 residential units with retail and 
office space. The BCRC has offered an alternative 
vision with expanded parkland, fewer townhomes, and 
other tweaks, which BCRC President Sara Speights 
said did not go over well. 

“We’re not fighting it. We’re not NIMBYs. That’s not 
our deal,” she said. “We accept that it’s going to be 
developed. We really wanted to be a part of a pro¬ 
cess, so this has gotten a little awkward with [the 
developers] because they don’t seem to ... well, they 
seem to get offended if we want anything different 
than the way they want it, which kind of surprises us. 
We had hoped to go into this with the idea that we 
could negotiate some on things. And that hasn’t been 
their approach.” 

Families have used the property for years, with per¬ 
mission from TxDOT, as an unofficial parkland. A grove of 
heritage oaks (where the proposed PUD gets its name) 


lines the edge of the property where it meets Shoal 
Creek. One persistent concern of the BCRC is preserving 
the oaks and dedicating the area as an official park. 

Martin told the Chronicle via email it is still examin¬ 
ing BCRC’s alternative plan, but noted “when the City 
of Austin chose to not purchase the property, it con¬ 
cluded that any plan with too much parkland would be 
economically infeasible.” He described ARG’s July 9 
proposal “realistic and ready to fulfill ... our City’s poli¬ 
cy priorities.” 

Another concern was ensuring that a portion of 
units go to low-income and middle-income housing, 
which Speights, who’s lived in the area for four 
decades, said has been a neighborhood desire for 
years. “These were little G.l. Bill houses,” she said. 
“My house is 1,100 square feet. And most of us 
came from very modest backgrounds, so the idea of 
having affordable housing, and having middle-income 
housing, certainly makes sense to us.” 

ARG currently proposes setting aside 180 affordable 
housing units out of 1,015. Though it’s a concession 
the neighbors appreciate, there’s also a worry - which 
homeowners have expressed to Council and local media 
in droves - that the overall number of units is going to 
clog up an already tense traffic situation on 45th Street. 

Jason Meeker, who previously led the fight against 
the Allandale Walmart, is now in charge of PR for 
ARG. He pointed the Chronicle to the Friends of the 
Grove, a Facebook group that claims to be “unaffiliat¬ 
ed with the Grove,” but that promotes the develop¬ 
ment. Though FotG is supposedly independent, 

Meeker is an active commenter on the page. 


Late-Night STR Debate 

LENGTHY COMMITTEE HEARING DELIBERATES TYPE 2 STRs 


The City Council’s Planning and Neigh¬ 
borhoods Committee takes two steps for¬ 
ward and one step back on regulating the 
city’s short-term rentals (STRs), as funda¬ 
mental disputes about how to achieve the 
city’s affordable housing goals remain unre¬ 
solved. Chairman Greg Casar, Vice Chair 
Pio Renteria, Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo, 
and Council Member Sheri Gallo stayed on 
the dais past 2:30am Monday night to ham¬ 
mer out a resolution on STRs to bring 
before the full Council today (Thursday, 
Aug. 20). 

This resolution includes the removal of a 
provision to advertise an STR before obtain¬ 
ing a license, an official occupancy maxi¬ 
mum of six adults per unit, and increased 
penalties for operating illegally. Meanwhile, 
more controversial pieces of the proposal, 
including a requirement for inspection, 
commercial property insurance require¬ 
ments, and a 1,000-foot minimum between 
licensed Type 2 rentals, were tabled for fur¬ 
ther research and discussion in September. 

Conversation began at 4pm with delibera¬ 
tion on relaxing the rules governing the 
construction and use of accessory dwelling 


units (ADUs). Residents wearing T-shirts 
reading “I Love Granny Flats” testified that 
building these units in the urban core would 
help relieve the housing shortage in the 
central city and alleviate affordability woes. 

Not everyone agrees unreservedly. “I 
don’t want to relax rules on accessory dwell¬ 
ing units just to find that they’re all being 
turned into STRs,” said Tovo to the applause 
of reformers in the chamber’s front rows. 

Four hours into the meeting agenda, 
STRs were finally up to the plate. Carl 
Smart of Austin Code presented his find¬ 
ings from the recent pilot enhanced-enforce- 
ment program, which resulted in 146 viola¬ 
tions found and cost $5,831. Smart estimat¬ 
ed that supporting this pilot into the future 
would cost an estimated $69,970 annually. 

Before describing the department’s ordi¬ 
nance update recommendations, Smart 
spoke to the various barriers blocking effec¬ 
tive enforcement of the existing law, which 
included the inability to inspect offending 
units and the high burden of proof to legally 
proceed in shutting down noncompliant 
owners. Smart also spoke to one of the pre¬ 
vailing themes of the night: over-occupancy 


and how to manage it 
without the ability to | 
inspect STR units.

Referring to the 5 
Code Department’s g 
recommendation of a ^ 
maximum of six adults per unit: “Yes, many 
of the houses can accommodate more,” he 
said. “But should they?” 

Next came citizen testimony. With 200 peo¬ 
ple signed up to speak, Chairman Casar ini¬ 
tially suggested that only 60 speakers, at just 
two minutes apiece, should testify, to help 
wrap up the meeting before midnight. CM 
Gallo demurred, saying everyone who wanted 
to speak should get their full three minutes. 

The air conditioning was turned off 
around 11pm, and citizen stakeholders 
fanned themselves with protest signs as 
the committee worked its way through a 
list of those signed up to speak. Drawing 
huge cheers and occasional outrage, both 
reformers and supporters claimed afford¬ 
ability for their side as they took their 
turns on the microphone, occasionally find¬ 
ing common ground. That included wide 
support of Type 1 STRs to relieve the finan¬ 


cial strain of increas¬ 
ing property taxes, 
as well as admonish¬ 
ment of “bad actors” 
ad nauseam. 

The arguments 
were heated and at 
| times emotional. 
> John Williams, a 
° longtime Austinite 
| who says he can no 
z longer afford to live 
in the house he built himself without 
income from short-term renting, held up a 
handful of guestbooks filled with grateful 
messages from his rental guests. “This 
whole adversarial relationship is complete¬ 
ly wrong. I wish y’all would stop holding up 
those signs,” he said. “Why don’t we all just 
get together? We’re all citizens.” 

Repeatedly, the refrain from STR sup¬ 
porters was that the current ordinance just 
needs to be enforced. But those wary of 
Type 2 STRs say that just isn’t possible with 
the current loopholes and weaknesses. 
“This ordinance does need to be strength¬ 
ened,” said David King, vice president of 
the Austin Neighborhoods Council. “The 
definition of insanity is to not change any¬ 
thing and expect to get different results.” 

The impassioned testimony went on until 
after midnight. After the last constituent 
had spoken, the committee began delibera- 
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“They are just convinced that if we just lis¬ 
ten up, we’ll find their ideas are better than 
ours,” said Speights. “And that just doesn’t 
always turn out to be the case.” 

City Council kicked the issue down the road 
to October (see “Grove Matters,” Aug. 14), 
while it goes to the Environmental Commission 
Sept. 2, and the Zoning and Platting 
Commission Sept. 15 - but meanwhile, dis¬ 
cussions between the BCRC and ARG appear 
to be hitting a new turning point. In September, 
the two sides plan to sit down to the negotiat¬ 
ing table once more. There the BCRC hopes to 
get the developer to agree to scale back on 
the density. They want assurances on the park¬ 
land, greenways to buffer existing single-family 
homes from the new apartment and retail 
buildings, and a full traffic-impact analysis. 

The BCRC also takes issue with the 
17-acre park ARG has described in its PUD 
application. Speights said about four acres of 
the proposed park is unusable because of an 
8- to 10-foot drop into the bed of Shoal 
Creek. They also dispute ARG’s claim that 
the sidewalk bordering the development can 
be counted toward park acreage. Further, a 
planned one-acre retention pond to capture 
runoff from Shoal Creek will also eat up a 
portion of the proposed park. 

Martin called the quality of the proposed 
park “unprecedented” and claimed all 17 
acres will be “highly used and enjoyed for 
generations to come.” 

“[Retention ponds] hold flood water, which 
you know, if it’s done right, could help prevent 
some of the Downtown flooding that happens 
on Shoal Creek,” Speights said. “And you get 
down to very little actual, so-called park. Where 
are the kids going to play?” - Nina Hernandez 


tion on the resolution to present to the full 
Council on Thursday. It approved several 
recommendations from Gallo’s June 18 pro¬ 
posal, tabled others for more discussion 
next month, and incorporated several rec¬ 
ommendations from the Code Department, 
notably the removal of the “testing the 
waters” provision. 

At 2:30am, once the recommendations 
were approved, Tovo began to offer her four 
major amendments to the resolution, 
including an immediate freeze on any new 
Type 2 licenses until the current ordinance 
is enforceable, and a move toward shutting 
Type 2 STRs out of all noncommercial 
zones and neighborhoods with exceptions 
for a conditional-use permit process. 

The deliberations broke down as half of 
the committee cited exhaustion and an 
early morning work session the following 
day. Council Member Gallo asked for all 
discussion of these new items to be tabled 
until the September committee meeting. 
The new resolution, as updated by meet¬ 
ing’s end, will be presented before the full 
Council for approval on Thursday, while the 
bigger questions of inspection and more 
will be saved for the next round of negotia¬ 
tions in September. - Natalia Ciolko

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Eastside Memorial Celebrates 

HIGH SCHOOL MEETS STATE STANDARDS, FIRST TIME SINCE 2002 



Eastside Memorial High School at the 

Johnston Campus didn’t just suddenly 
become a good school. It’s been a good 
school for years. It’s just that now it’s beaten 
the gamed system that’s claimed otherwise. 

That was the subtext of a celebratory 
press conference at the East Austin cam¬ 
pus on Aug. 13, as the community came 
together to celebrate the full Eastside cam¬ 
pus finally making the state standards for 
the first time since 2002. Staff, students, 
administrators, trustees, neighborhood 
activists, and union leaders crammed into 
the campus library, leaving little space 
between the stanchions. “There’s so much 
to Eastside Memorial, you can’t fit it into a 
little space,” Education Austin President 
Ken Zarifis said after an introduction by 
the Eastside band and cheerleaders. 
Zarifis called Eastside being classified as 
“Met Standards” under the state account¬ 
ability standards “absolutely something 
for this community to celebrate. It’s an 
amazing achievement.” 

The lack of positive coverage of Eastside 
Memorial has always been galling to the 
community - a point reinforced in April 
when many media outlets jumped on foot¬ 
age of a brawl in the school cafeteria. The 
latest stats led the campus to fight back 
against that perception, and front and cen¬ 
ter in the celebration was Principal Bryan 
Miller. However, he made sure not to claim 
the glory for himself, instead paying tribute 
to the work done well before he got there. 
Originally hired as an interim in 2011, after 
six months the district asked him whether 
he wanted to go back to his old post as an 
academy director at the higher-achieving 
Lanier High School. He decided to stick 
with Eastside. “I knew from that point that 
there was greatness in this school. Not 
everybody believed it, not everybody knew 
about it, but every day we had kids that 
came to school that wanted to learn, that 


deserved an education, and that deserved 
stability and people to fight for them.” 

There almost wasn’t a campus for Miller to 
join. In 2007, then-Education Commissioner 
Robert Scott ordered the old Johnston High 
closed and reopened as Eastside. Two years 
later, the new campus was split into two 
schools, Green Tech and Global Tech, then 
reunified in 2011. This monstrous disruption 
reached a peak in 2012, when the AISD 
board approved a contract with IDEA Public 
Schools to turn first Allan Elementary, then 
Eastside, into charters. That plan was can¬ 
celed, but that didn’t take any pressure off 
Eastside. Zarifis said, “Every year, there 
seemed to be something coming at this 
group, and the group that preceded them, 
and the group that preceded them. Never 
allowing for stability, never allowing for 
something to take root and to be real.” 

The state accountability system has been 
unduly brutal to Eastside: For example, 
when it was a split campus, both Green 
Tech and Global Tech made state standards, 


but not in the same year, so the whole insti¬ 
tution was still threatened with closure. The 
turning point came in 2013, when Commis¬ 
sioner of Education Michael Williams gave 
AISD a reprieve. Rather than close and 
repurpose the campus yet again, he 
approved their proposal to work with Johns 
Hopkins Talent Development Secondary 
(see “Eastside Memorial: The Future of 
Panther Pride,” June 21, 2013). The school 
would keep doing what it was doing, while 
the nonprofit would assist in areas such as 
student and curriculum support, and teach¬ 
er training and development. There was 
also a renewed push within the vertical 
team - the schools that feed into Eastside - 
so that students were better prepared to 
deal with the leap from middle to high 
school. However, just as Miller deflected 
praise, Johns Hopkins instructional facilita¬ 
tor Chris Caesar gave tribute to the Eastside 
students. He said, “This is your victory. 
This is why everyone is here. This is why 
your teachers come back every single day, 


and it is your work and dedication that has 
brought about this success.” 

Eastside advocates argue this year’s clas¬ 
sification shows three ingredients are nec¬ 
essary to save a school: the proper support 
system, community engagement, and, 
above all, no unnecessary disruption. 
PRIDE of the Eastside spokesman Vincent 
Tovar called Eastside a template for other 
struggling schools, adding that this year’s 
achievement is “the outcome of our work. 
This is not one year of work. This is years of 
the community and school working togeth¬ 
er, and never giving up.” 

There were several key figures missing on 
the celebratory day, with particular applause 
at the mention of the absent Connor Grady 
- principal of the Green Tech academy from 
2008-11, and widely regarded as a key player 
in keeping the school going during its bleak¬ 
est times, including helping Green Tech get 
its “Academically Acceptable” rating in 2011. 
Eastside teacher Meghan Buchanan was 
part of Grady’s team, and called the work 
done then “incredible.” However, she noted 
that neither that landmark, nor the 2015 
numbers, were aberrations. She said, “This 
is not just about a moment in accountability, 
even if it’s a great one. This is about years of 
sacrifice, dedication, and determination.” 

Also absent was Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, 
D-Austin, who has worked behind the 
scenes with the Texas Education Agency 
and successive commissioners of education 
to give Johnston, and then Eastside, a fight¬ 
ing chance. He was missing from the packed 
library, away in El Paso on business. 
However, before the event, he too celebrat¬ 
ed this achievement, and what it means to 
East Austin. “It’s more than just a school. 
Generations of kids have gone there.” 

Back in the library, Miller reminded 
everyone that this is just the beginning. He 
reiterated that the campus cannot rest on 
the laurels of knowing it escaped the 
accountability trap, but that achievement 
means a chance to excel. He said, “All that’s 
done is move what is supposed to be the 
floor back to being the floor. ... The ceiling 
is wide open now.” - Richard Whittaker 



AISD Nulls D7’s Empty Seat 


The Austin ISD Board is moving forward 
with appointing a candidate to replace late 
District 7 Trustee Robert Schneider. And 
powerful forces are already lining up 
behind the candidate he beat in last 
November’s election. 

On Aug. 17, AISD trustees met in a work 
session to discuss how to fill Schneider’s 
seat, and confirmed they will use an appoint¬ 
ment process to find a replacement. They’ll 
meet again on Aug. 25 to take recommenda¬ 
tions from their public engagement subcom¬ 
mittee on the exact structure for applications 
and community outreach, with final selection 
penciled in for the end of September. The 
appointee will only hold the post until Nov. 
2016, when the seat will go before voters. 
The elected candidate will then fill out the 


remaining two years of Schneider’s term, and 
the seat will be back on the 2018 ballot. 

However, on Aug. 15, before the board set 
the timeline for setting a timeline, controver¬ 
sial pressure group Austin Kids First sent 
an email to its supporters, asking them to 
support Yasmin Wagner, who lost to 
Schneider in last November’s election, 48% 
to 52%, in spite of a $40,000 investment in 
her campaign by AKF. 

Behind the scenes, there’s a certain sense 
of dramatic irony about this state of affairs. 
Part of the board’s reasoning for appointing a 
replacement, rather than holding a special 
election, was a concern that special interest 
groups like AKF - consistently accused of 
being education reform movement AstroTurf - 
could skew the turnout and the result. Now it 


seems they’re trying the same thing through 
petitioning the board. Wagner confirmed that 
she’s interested in the seat, and argues that 
she comes to the position with the support 
of nearly half the voters. She said, “For me, 
the outcome of the election never tempered 
my commitment to the future of AISD and 
being able to serve in some way.” 

She has the backing of at least one board 
member, as Trustee Ted Gordon has said it 
should go to her. She also has the support 
of last year’s other candidate: Theresa Bas- 
tian, who filed but then pulled out and 
threw her support behind Wagner. Bastian 
said she had been contacted by supporters 
to put her name into contention, but “right 
now it’s not the right timing for me, my fami¬ 
ly, or my business.” Again, she’s falling in 
behind Wagner, saying, “It’s not because 
she ran last time, it’s because she’s ready 
to do the job.” - R.W.

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Meet the Candidate 


LONGTIME TCSO OFFICER RUNS FOR SHERIFF 


In March, Greg Hamilton announced that he won’t run for re-election as Travis County 
sheriff, a position he’s held since 2004. Thus far, four candidates have announced they’re in 
the race for his seat. The Chronicle will visit with each through the summer. See our inter¬ 
view with John Sisson in our July 17 issue, and with Todd Radford in the July 31 issue. 

Austin native Don Rios has been with the Travis County Sheriff’s Office for 23 years, the 
entirety of his career in law enforcement, having worked under Dan Richards, Terry Keel, 
Margo Frasier, and now Sheriff Hamilton. He started as a corrections officer, and for the 
past seven years has worked as a county sergeant. He’s seen the way the office has evolved 
from a number of different vantage points and believes he’s the right candidate to adapt it 
moving forward. 

“I think we can improve the trust in our community and accountability with employees,” 
he said. “Hiring a diverse work force is going to be one of the priorities, along with the new 
training academy. It starts with the training academy, where we can train to de-escalate 
situations and build trust within the community. Morale in the office is currently low, and 
that affects our community. Our officers deal with community members, and you don’t 
want them to be working on low morale.” 


Austin Chronicle: You’ve had a long time 
to see the way that things work, and worked 
under four different sheriffs. What are the 
more systemic changes you’d implement to 
make the office more efficient and better 
prepared? 

Don Rios: I want to establish a sheriff’s 
advisory board. I’d be the first sheriff to do 
that, and I’m the only candidate talking 
about that. What I’m envisioning is having 
the Travis County Commissioners each 
appoint someone to the board, along with 
myself. This will allow the community to 
have direct contact with myself and the 
command staff. 

AC: What do you mean by “accountability 
with your employees”? 

DR: Law enforcement agencies, in general, 
retain officers who should be fired. We have 
officers who break the law and are untruth¬ 
ful at times. That’s unac¬ 
ceptable. Not only does 
that break the trust of the 
employees, it affects the 
trust employees have in 
their leadership. Nobody 
wants that in our office. 

Not everybody responds to 
corrective measures, either. I think, too 
often, officers are being allowed to resign 
instead [of getting fired]. That only moves 
the problem to someone else’s community, 
where they get employed with another 
office. I want to show our community that 
we won’t hire those officers, and we won’t 
allow our officers to resign when there’s a 
charge pending. 

AC: The big issue among candidates right 
now is ICE and the Secure Communities 
program. How do you plan to handle that 
should you be elected sheriff? 

DR: Since the beginning I’ve said that my 
top priority is getting rid of ICE. We haven’t 
been dealing with immigration nationwide 
the way that we should. That’s why you see 
over 200 cities not complying with ICE 
detainers. When I’m elected, I won’t either. 


Not only does it tear the families apart, it 
causes the community to mistrust law 
enforcement. It’s also a violation of the 
Fourth Amendment. The detainers are not 
probable cause. 

As far as keeping ICE out of the jail, my 
leadership is going to be about bringing peo¬ 
ple together and bringing elected officials 
together. That’s why, when I’m elected, I’m 
going to sit down with Judge Eckhardt, Mayor 
Adler, and County Attorney David Escamilla 
and truly talk about this issue. Leadership 
isn’t just “I’m going to get rid of ICE.” It’s 
bringing the people together and having a 
policy that reflects our wants and needs. 

AC: It’s also your intention to preserve (or, 
in some cases, bring back) in-person visita¬ 
tion at county jails. 

DR: When I started in 1992, I started in 
Building 1 [at the Travis County Correctional 
Complex], We had in-per- 
son visitation. I watched 
children come into the jails 
and hug and play with 
their parents. I saw the 
inmates respond. I know 
there were positive bene¬ 
fits for the inmates and the 
family members visiting. I believe there are 
instances in which video visitation is help¬ 
ful. It can be positive. We don’t need one or 
the other. It’s a mixture of the two. 

AC: You’ve been very vocal about putting a 
clamp on mass incarceration. How do you 
swiftly influence that issue on a local level? 
DR: One thing that pops to mind is speak¬ 
ing with the judges and assuring them that 
they can take steps to keep people out of the 
jail. A lot of the people in jail just don’t have 
the money to hire an attorney or post bond 
to get out. We’re talking about the non-vio¬ 
lent offenders here. The judges need to take 
more steps to [issue] people more personal 
bonds. When you start having those discus¬ 
sions with the judges, I think that’s when 
we’ll start making a difference.

After Little Help From Counsel, Inmate to Die 


On March 31, 1997, Robert Berger and his 3-year-old 
daughter walked into the Park Avenue Cleaners in Houston 
at the same exact time Bernardo Aban Tercero and an 
accomplice were trying to pull off a robbery. His interruption 
irked Tercero, and the two started scuffling. 

When Berger tried to separate himself, Tercero 
shot him in the head. Tercero returned to his 
native Nicaragua after the robbery, but on Nov. 

20, 1997, he was indicted for capital murder. 

He was found thanks to the help of a female 
acquaintance in July 1999 in Mexico, attempting 
a return to the United States. 

Tercero’s attempts to take control of his own 
fate suffered mightily immediately thereafter. 

Apprehended, his requests to speak with the 
Nicaraguan Consulate-General (a right under the 
Vienna Convention on Consular Relations) was 
denied, and he was returned to Harris County, where a trial 
began in October of 2000. There, he received the counsel of 
two attorneys - Gilbert Villarreal and John Denninger - who 
did little to aid their client, filing no motions to request a miti¬ 
gation investigator or any other experts that could conduct 


background investigations or prepare a social history. In fact, 
of the $21,670 trial counsel was provided by the court in order 
to perform due diligence in preparing a case to defend Tercero 
against capital murder, the two only used $13,200 - to travel 
to Nicaragua (two weeks before the trial), and pay 
for travel and lodging for Tercero’s family during 
the trial. There, they did an inept job of represent¬ 
ing Tercero, calling one witness to the state’s 17. 
That one witness was Tercero himself; he testified 
that the murder was unintentional. Nevertheless, 
a weeklong trial returned a guilty verdict. The 
state called six witnesses at punishment, most of 
whom were Nicaraguan and could testify to 
Tercero’s history of robberies and kidnappings. He 
was sentenced to death on Oct. 20, 2000. 

Attorneys Dick Wheelan and James 
Crowley, assigned at different times to aid 
Tercero’s appeals process, did little to help his case, either. 
They glossed over interview opportunities with jurors, trial 
counsel, or any of the involved witnesses. Further, in Whee- 
lan’s case, he neglected to secure any type of background 
records, including birth records - an important item as

Tercero maintained that his age - 17 - barred him from the 
death penalty under the Supreme Court’s decision in Roper v. 
Simmons. No surprise, then, that his claims for relief weren’t 
upheld in federal court, where a judge ruled that each was 
either exhausted and/or procedurally defaulted, or at the 
Court of Criminal Appeals or the state habeas court. 

On Tuesday, Tercero’s counsel filed a petition for a stay of 
execution based on their client’s mental competency (a pris¬ 
on doctor has diagnosed Tercero with psychosis), as well as 
a motion to reconsider certain claims that had been barred. 
He’s currently scheduled for execution at 6pm on Wednesday, 
Aug. 26. Should it happen, he’d be the 11th Texan executed 
this year, and 529th since the state’s reinstatement of the 
death penalty in 1976. - C.H. 
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AFS Wins Public 
Access Bid 

The Austin Film Society is set to take over the 
city’s cable public access channels, ending the city’s 
decadelong relationship with channelAustin. 

The city of Austin provides three channels of public 
access television - Channels 10,11, and 16 - but it 
contracts out the management of the studio and chan¬ 
nels to a third party. For the last 10 years, that’s been 
Public Access Community Television, which has 
provided a portfolio of programming under the chan¬ 
nelAustin banner. On Aug. 20, Council is scheduled to 
discuss negotiation and authorization of a new deal 
with AFS. 

With the current contract expiring Sept. 30, the city 
put out a request for proposals in April, and received 
responses from five bidders: AFS; Denver-based 
nonprofit Open Media Foundation; media sales firm 
AMAC Partners; Huston-Tillotson University; and 
current contract holder PACT. Each proposal was mea¬ 
sured on five metrics, including local business presence 
and operations plan, and scored out of a maximum 
of 100. With a final score of 93.3, AFS was the clear 
winner. City staff proposes awarding them a 24-month 
contract, with an option for two 24-month extensions. 
Each two-year period would come with a maximum 
$950,000 in city funding. There’s no indication of what 
this will mean for programming, as bidders are not 
allowed to publicly discuss their proposals until after 
Council takes up the measure. 

Whatever happens, this marks the close of a signifi¬ 
cant chapter in Austin’s 42-year cable access history. 
PACT took over the contract in 2005 after a scandal in 
which former Austin Community Access Executive 


Director John Villarreal was convicted of embezzling 
$354,000 from station finances (see “Former ACTV 
Head Gets seven Years,” Nov. 27,2006). New Executive 
Director Linda Litowsky oversaw a series of changes, 
not least renaming the station from ACTV to PACT and, 
finally, channelAustin. However, their tenure in the 
city-owned studios looks set to end next month, with 
AFS taking over the next day with the beginning of the 
new financial year on Oct. 1. 

The current management seems to accept the 
change as inevitable. ChannelAustin staff posted a 
brief statement on their website, stating that “we 
are honored to have served the thousands who have 
walked through these doors to bring their voices to 
the community and tell their stories on the public 
access channels.” Yet it’s not an absolutely done deal. 
Council could theoretically pass over the AFS proposal 
in favor of another bidder. However, even if they do 
reject staff’s recommendation, the next highest- 
rated bidder was actually Colorado’s Open Media 
Foundation at 74.1, beating ACT’S score of 73.6.

“After reviewing that report and hearing from many 
members of the university community, including our alum¬ 
ni and the public, I have decided that the best location for 
the Jefferson Davis statue is UT’s Briscoe Center for 
American History,” wrote UT-Austin President Gregory 
Fenves in his Aug. 13 announcement regarding the 
Confederate monuments on UT’s South Mall. 

In addition to the Davis statue’s relocation, a statue of 
President Woodrow Wilson will be moved “to an appropri¬ 
ate exterior location on campus” (yet to be decided) in order 
“to preserve the symmetry of the Main Mall.” While not as 
controversial a figure as Davis, Wilson was a vehement rac¬ 
ist, who re-segregated the military and federal government, 
sympathized with the KKK, and argued that “segregation is 
not a humiliation but a benefit, and ought to be so regard¬ 
ed.” (See “Written in Stone,” May 29.) 

After Wilson and Davis are removed, Fenves does “not 
foresee replacing these with other statues.” However, “the 
other four figures of the Littlefield Memorial and a nearby 
inscription will remain in place.” Fenves “will consider plac¬ 
ing a plaque near the Littlefield Fountain to provide context 
for the statues and inscription.” 

Unlike Davis, who “had few ties to Texas,” Fenves notes, 
“James Stephen Hogg, Albert Sidney Johnston, and John 
Reagan had deep ties to Texas. Robert E. Lee’s complicated 
legacy to Texas and the nation should not be reduced to his 
role in the Civil War.” 

Hogg, the son of a Confederate brigadier general but not 
a Confederate himself, served as Texas’ attorney general 
and was Texas’ first governor to actually be born in the 
state. Johnston was a general of the Confederate States 
Army, but had previously served with the Republic of Texas 
and the U.S. Army. Reagan, the Confederate postmaster 
general, represented Texas in the U.S. House both before 
and after the Civil War; he also founded the Texas State 
Historical Association. Lee fought Native Americans in 
Texas under Johnston; he was in Texas when the state 


seceded - his last command with the U.S. Army. 

But Davis’ journey to the Briscoe Center is already hit¬ 
ting roadblocks. Originally planned for Aug. 15, the reloca¬ 
tion of the Davis and Wilson statues has been voluntarily 
delayed “in response to a request for a temporary restrain¬ 
ing order that was filed in state district court Friday after¬ 
noon,” according to UT spokesman Gary Susswein. The 
order, which was requested by Sons of Confederate 
Veterans, has not been granted by a judge. 

The SCV’s lawsuit argues that the “recently racially moti¬ 
vated shootings in South Carolina” have led to “an increased 
amount of orchestrated national hysteria” over Confederate 


Willie’s Reserve 

With marijuana prohibition finally ending in states and 
cities across the land - including full legalization and/or 
commercialization in Alaska, Colorado, Washington 
state, Oregon, and Washington, D.C. - who better than our 
friend Willie Nelson to lead the way for weed quality and 
social responsibility? 

The iconic musician and intrepid fighter for justice has 
announced that he will market his own marijuana brand,

new weed venture. “I’m looking forward to working with the 
best growers in Colorado and Washington to make sure our 
product is the best on the market.” A tireless champion of 
small farmers, civil liberties, the environment, common 
sense, and the common good, he plans to start rolling out 


monuments, that UT needs “approval from the Legislature, 
the Texas Historical Commission, or the State Preservation 
Board” to relocate the statues, and that “the statues must 
remain in their current location based on Major Littlefield’s 
will,” or, at least, they “should remain on campus in view” 
until the Briscoe Center is ready to accept Davis’ statue and 
a new location has been found for Wilson. 

SCV spokesman Marshall Davis told the Chronicle that 
the SCV is “disappointed that President Fenves succumbed 
to political correctness.” He said the statues symbolize re¬ 
unification between the North and the South following “the 
War Between the States,” and were fine in their place, and 
that “moving the statues won’t end racism.” (Fenves 
addressed that last point in his original statement, writing: 
“Symbols are important, but we must also press ahead to 
create substantive change at the university.”) 

The SCV are not the only ones less than thrilled with 
Fenves’ decision. UT student Alexandra Samuels told the 
Chronicle she thinks that “what Fenves is doing is a much 
better alternative to just leaving the statues in their place,” 
but she would have preferred that all the Confederate stat¬ 
ues be moved. Fellow student Mukund Rathi, who has 
argued in The Daily Texan that all the Confederate statues 
should be destroyed, told the Chronicle that Fenves’ deci¬ 
sion “didn’t go far enough. His rhetoric carefully panders to 
the concerns of the Confederates and uses weak multicul¬ 
tural language to appeal to mainstream liberals.” 

However, Fenves’ decision has also earned him a signifi¬ 
cant amount of praise. State Senators Rodney Ellis and 
Judith Zaffirini released a statement saying, “We are glad 
that Jefferson Davis no longer will be glorified on the Main 
Mall ... and we thank President Fenves for taking on this 
important task so soon during his tenure as president.” 
Even Davis’ great-great-grandson, Bertram Hayes-Davis of 
Gulfport, Miss., said that moving the statue and not dis¬ 
carding it would be “appropriate and reasonable,” telling 
the Statesman: “I don’t want anybody to walk by a statue 
and feel it is demeaning or threatening in their life.” 

And student government President Xavier Rotnofsky 
and Vice President Rohit Mandalapu are happy at the 
prospect of Davis’ removal, which they’d called for as part 
of their campaign platform (see “UT’s Student Government 
Winners Mix Substance With Satire,” March 27). On Aug. 
13, the duo posted the news on their campaign’s Facebook 
page: “What started off as the one serious bit of our cam¬ 
paign is now reality. That’s just crazy to think about. The 
chump will be bumped!” Rotnofsky told the Chronicle, “It’s 
really exciting that what started as satire has led to actual 
change on campus.” - Mac McCann

1. Travis County pays for health care coverage for every county employee and elected official. If a county employee or elected official had and continues to 
have other health coverage and has continuously declined this county coverage since September 30, 2003, that person may receive an additional $184.86 
per month. This amount may, at that person’s option, be added to their total annual Fiscal Year 2016 salary or placed in an IRS approved flexible spending 
account for the reimbursement of health care or dependent care expenses. 

2. The State Salary is the least state compensation received by any of these officials. If these officials have been employed by the state continuously since 
August 31, 1995, they also receive $1,026.86 as a “benefit replacement pay” supplement. The Legislature specifically said that this supplement is not “sala¬ 
ry,” but it is included in the total amount received by these officials for purposes of comparing the salaries of other elected officials. The state salary was last 
increased for these officials in Fiscal Year 2014. 

3. Effective September 1, 2007, if these officials who have been an active judge and a member of the Judicial Retirement System of Texas Plan One or Two 
for at least 16 years, they also receive $4,340.00 as “judicial longevity pay” from the state. Effective September 1, 2009, if these officials have been active as 
a County Court at Law or District Judge for a combined total of at least 16 years but are not eligible for state judicial longevity pay, they receive $4,340.00 
as “judicial longevity pay” from the county. 

4. Effective October 1, 2010, the District Judge elected as Administrative Judge for Criminal Courts can be and has been compensated $5,000 for the addi¬ 
tional administrative duties involved. 

5. The County Salary is the least compensation received by any of these officials. If these officials have been an active County Court at Law Judge in Travis 
County for at least 16 years, a supplement of $4,340.00 based on judicial longevity is added to and part of the salary of these officials. 

6. In addition to County Salary, Government Code § 25.023 says the Commissioners Court must pay the Probate Judge $4,340.00 as judicial longevity 
because he has been an active Probate Judge in Travis County for at least 16 years. Since January 1, 2015, the Probate Judge has been elected and serving as 
the Presiding Judge of the Statutory Probate Judges of Texas. For the additional duties as Presiding Judge, he receives $33,000 each year. 

7. The County Salary is the least compensation received by any of these officials. An annual supplement of $3,255.12 based on judicial longevity is added to 
and part of the salary of these officials if the official has been an active justice of the peace in Travis County for at least 16 years. For officials who will have 
been an active justice of the peace in Travis County for at least 16 years effective January 1, 2016, a supplement of $2,441.34 based on judicial longevity is 
added to and part of their salary from January 1, 2016 until the end of the fiscal year. 

8. This includes $4,800 paid for service on the Travis County Juvenile Board.

10-1 City Council wrangles its first budget

The two major trouble areas, in Austinites’ judgment, are traffic and growth planning. 

But Austin was above average in overall satisfaction with city services (61%, or 11% higher than the national 
average for large cities), and 83% of respondents expressed satisfaction with Austin as a place to live.

It’s a largely unquestioned presumption 
of all city budget discussions that “the tax¬ 
payers” don’t want to spend any more 
money. Indeed, the most prominent public 
pressure at budget time - on the City 
Council dais and off - is to “hold the line” 
on any budget increases, especially any 
increase in the property tax rate. That was a 
common refrain during 
early August Council 
work sessions, with Mayor 
Steve Adler, echoed by 
several Council members, 
reiterating that one goal 
of the process would be to 
“find a way to frame a 
budget that will not 
require any increase in 
the property tax rate.” 

As far as it goes, that’s 
conventional wisdom. Yet 
it’s also worth recalling 
that when Council was 
installing the coming 
year’s 6% homestead 
exemption on property 
taxes (in advance of the 
actual budget work), the mayor said his 
preference was for staff to propose a budget 
that would pay for the exemption with a 
property tax rate adjustment that would 
not require any reduction in city services. 
City Manager Marc Ott’s budget staff duly 
prepared a budget that includes a rate 
adjusted from the springtime forecast to 
accommodate the 6% exemption - and 
immediately, the grumbling began. The 
spring forecast anticipated a 47.59-cent rate 
per $100 evaluation; the rate in the pro¬ 
posed budget bumps it to 48.14, specifically 


to defray the $6.3 million cost of the initial 
exemption (with the expectation it will rise 
incrementally to 20%). 

The tax rate represents about 30% of the 
proposed “Changes in Rates and Fees” that 
are under budget review (see “Are You 
Typical?” Aug. 7). The total comes to an 
estimated increase of $11.30 per month for 
the “median value home- 
owner,” of which $3.32 
represents property taxes 
- an increase of 3.6% on 
the median bill. (For the 
record, the spring fore¬ 
cast included an estimat¬ 
ed increase of $18.11 per 
month. Yet at the July 30 
rollout, city staff did not 
hear any praise for cut¬ 
ting the increase by more 
than a third. Instead, the 
mayor grilled staff on 
whether they hadn’t over¬ 
estimated this year’s 
water usage, thus raising 
the anticipated bill.) 
Setting aside those nuts 
and bolts for the moment, is it in fact true 
that Austinites are unwilling to pay more to 
underwrite city services, and that because 
“affordability” has reached a tipping point, 
the quickest and most direct way to address 
that problem is to cut city spending? 

Not, apparently, if you actually ask 
Austinites. Every year, the city surveys (via 
phone, mail, and online) a broad cross sec¬ 
tion of citizens about the quality of city 
services. For the record, this year’s survey 
continues to reflect that residents are most¬ 
ly quite satisfied with overall city services, 


with the glaring exceptions of “traffic flow” 
and “growth planning” (see “Citizen Survey 
Results,” above). 

In recent years (under Ott’s manage¬ 
ment), the city has also created a “Budget in 
a Box” exercise (in person and online) that 
enables residents (individually or in neigh¬ 
borhood or community groups) to consider 
the budget as a whole, and to craft their 
ideal budget for the coming year. It’s a sort 
of game-board process in which partici¬ 
pants distribute a given amount of stickers 
representing available funding to the wide 
range of city services: Emergency Response, 
Parks and Libraries, Streets and Infrastruc¬ 
ture, and so on. Hundreds of residents par¬ 
ticipate in various group forums; this year, 
another 1,600 took part online (see “Budget 
in a Box Results,” left). 

How did Austinites respond? Across 
eight categories of services, only a minority 
said they wanted to cut funding for particu¬ 
lar services (the largest percentage - 34% - 
said they would prefer a 5% reduction in 
energy costs). Majorities preferred either 
no change or 5% increases in funding, 
across the board, in major services. For 
streets and infrastructure and parks and 
libraries, very strong majorities advocated 
more, not less funding - very few people 
advocated cuts. 


Presenting these findings July 30 to a 
rather skeptical Council, Deputy Chief 
Financial Officer Ed Van Eenoo added that 
the results were quite consistent in all 10 
districts. That is, across the city, most 
Austinites are willing to spend more money 
to expand city services. 

AFFORDABLE FOR WHOM? 

Nevertheless, only rarely will you hear 
such heresy emanating from the dais. When 
Library Department Director Brenda 
Branch made her presentation last week, 
Council Member Leslie Pool told her that if 
Pool were “queen of the budget” she would 
provide sufficient funding to allow Austin’s 
libraries to match peer cities in materials 
acquisition. Other CMs (Mayor Pro Tern 
Kathie Tovo, D2 CM Delia Garza, and D5 
CM Ann Kitchen) have suggested they’ll 
support increasing social service funding. 

But at least initially, the rhetorical energy 
was captured by Council’s conservative 
wing, targeting “increased spending” in 
general and a proposed 3% wage increase 
for civilian city employees in particular. 
(Public safety employees are governed by 
union-negotiated contracts, and more high¬ 
ly paid police, firefighters, and EMS staff 
are currently in pay cycles below 3%.) D6 
CM Don Zimmerman has proposed instead

City staff held 30 facilitated Budget in a Box instruction sessions, 80 groups participated in public sessions, 
and another 1,577 people participated online (over three times as many as last year). 

The results reflect strong support for steady or additional spending for streets and infrastructure, parks and 
libraries, health and housing, and relatively low enthusiasm for spending cuts across the board.

Is it in fact true

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a “tiered” pay raise, with the lowest-paid 
workers - the budget sets a living-wage 
minimum of $13.03 - getting the full 3%, 
and the raise diminishing upward to the 
highest paid employees, who would receive 
an increase of no more than .801%. 

Why that curious percentage? Because, 
according to the resolution, the U.S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reports that average 
wages in the Austin-Round Rock-San 
Marcos Metropolitan Statistical Area rose 
only by that percentage in the past year. As 
AFSCME (Municipal Labor Union) Business 
Manager Carol Guthrie was quick to point 
out, comparing Austin wages (and cost of 
living) to the entire metropolitan area is a 
stretch - “ludicrous” was the word she used 
- and she added that creating “compression” 
within the city’s wage scales was unlikely to 
be conducive to high-quality recruitment. 
Guthrie also noted that 
another aspect of the 
proposed budget would 
raise employees’ contri¬ 
bution to health care 
costs (the city’s self- 
insuring costs are also 
rising), and the manage¬ 
ment/employee benefits 
committee working on 
that issue was anticipat¬ 
ing the wage raise to 
help defray that cost. 

More pointedly, Zimmerman’s “tiered” 
structure (co-sponsored by D8 CM Ellen 
Troxclair, DIO CM Sheri Gallo, and D1 CM 
Ora Houston) does not simply reallocate the 
3% to what the resolution describes as a less 
“regressive” pay structure; it reduces the 
overall amount of the raises by nearly a 
third ($6 million, across all departments) 
under the pretense of being more generous 
to lower-paid workers. Said Guthrie, “I 
think it is unfortunate that these individu¬ 
als only want to find savings on the backs of 
city employees. We’re just not going to go 
there. [These are] good times for the city, 


city employees work hard, and they all 
deserve fair compensation.” 

The resolution was proposed prior to the 
budget presentations, and hasn’t yet been 
thoroughly aired out by Council. After a 
discussion at the Aug. 6 meeting, Council 
appeared poised to reject the resolution out¬ 
right - instead postponing the full debate to 
a subsequent meeting, following the budget 
presentations. But Troxclair has continued 
to promote the proposal as a dramatic 
response to the “bigger budget, higher 
taxes,” mantra while repeating the mislead¬ 
ing justification that “Austinites as a whole 
only saw a 0.8 percent increase in their 
wages last year,” thereby stretching the 
city’s boundaries to encompass Bastrop and 
Luling. Zimmerman and Gallo both stoutly 
defended the proposal as responding to pre¬ 
sumed public demand for budget cutting. 


And they picked up prominent allies last 
week: The editors of the Austin American- 
Statesman praised Troxclair and Zimmer¬ 
man’s “bold, sensible proposal” as a 
response to the city’s “affordability crisis” 
- while refusing to notice that many thou¬ 
sands of city employees rely on their wages 
to live affordably in Austin. The Statesman 
simultaneously made common cause with 
the hard-right wing of the new Council 
while borrowing the rhetoric of “progres¬ 
sive” advocates of affordability, with the 
traditional conservative refrain: It’s always 
the right time to cut taxes. 


MAKING ENDS MEET 

Unlike the Statesman, most Council 
members did not appear ready to acknowl¬ 
edge the visionary nature of cutting 
employee wages to provide another tax 
break for homeowners, and it would appear 
that the proposal will not readily find two 
additional votes on the dais (and judging 
from her remarks last week, co-sponsor 
Houston’s vote may well be wobbly). 
Moreover, despite the daily’s annual pan¬ 
dering on property taxes - surprise, nobody 
enjoys paying them - the public sentiment 
on the matter appears quite mixed. Based 
at least on the “Budget in a Box” exercise 
- more representative of public response 
than the average Council meeting, and 
certainly more so than the average 
Statesman editorial - Austinites appear to 
be willing to share a portion of their grow¬ 
ing equity (and the 
city’s larger prosperity) 
to continue to build 
necessary infrastruc¬ 
ture, expand opportu¬ 
nity, and mutually cre¬ 
ate a greater quality of 
5 urban life.

I formal adoption of the 
FY 2016 budget in early 
September. Although public safety remains 
high on the list of public priorities, the 
sheer number of proposed new hires (106 
sworn and unsworns positions in all) for 
the Austin Police Department was giving 
Council pause last week. The code compli¬ 
ance folks (rebranded “Austin Code”) as 
well as the Development Review team were 
worked over pretty hard about being more 
proactive and more successful in enforce¬ 
ment and permitting - both of which, alas, 
require more funding. Earlier, it appeared 
that the Library Department - slightly 
more high-profile than usual, because of 
the in-progress Central Library and its 
inevitable staffing - would get a thorough 
grilling by those few on the dais who con¬ 
sider that project a boondoggle. 
(Zimmerman skipped that session, telling 
the Statesman he was instead devoting his 
office time to finding ways to “spend less 
money instead of more.”) 

Inevitably, Council will spend the last 
couple of weeks of the process trying to find 
scarce remaining dollars to cover a wide 
range of unmet needs, especially in social 
services, and the structural inequities in 
our otherwise healthy local economy. It’s 
hardly an easy task, but they should take 
some comfort from the knowledge that 
what Austinites actually say they want does 
not necessarily reflect the conventional wis¬ 
dom about the high cost of city government. 
The city is home not just to taxpayers, but 
real citizens. ■

Pets of the 1% 

“The worshipful treatment of pets may be the thing that 
unites all Americans,” wrote an Atlantic magazine blogger in 
July, describing the luxury terminal for animals under construc¬ 
tion at New York’s JFK airport. The ARK will offer shower stalls 
for traveling horses, “conjugal stations” for ever-horny pen¬ 
guins, and housing for nearly 200 cows (that might produce 
5,000 pounds of manure every day) - and passengers travel¬ 
ing with dogs or cats can book the Paradise 4 Paws pet-pam¬ 
pering resort. The ARK is a for-profit venture; said one indus¬ 
try source, quoted in a July Crain’s New York Business report, 
“You hear stories about the crazy money that rich people 
spend on their [animals] ... they’re mostly true.” 

Government in Action 

Officially, now, it is “unreasonable” for a federal agency (the 
Bureau of Land Management, in this instance) to fail to say 
yes or no for 29 years to a drilling permit application. (Before 
July’s federal court decision, BLM had been arguing that 29 
years was not too long.) A company had requested to drill just 
one exploratory well in Montana for natural gas in 1985, but 
the bureau had delayed the proceeding six times since then. 
The judge ordered the bureau to set a deadline for deciding. 

Georgia, one of six states that make taxpayers shell out 
huge fees to access its databases of public records, tries so 
relentlessly to control its archive that, recently, in a federal 
lawsuit, it said opposition to its policy was basically “terror¬ 
ism.” Activists (Public.Resource.org) have been establishing 
workarounds to free up some databases for citizen use, and 
Georgia demands that they stop. Georgia even claims “copy¬ 
right” protection for one category of important legal docu¬ 
ments that were initially drafted by state bureaucrats, auda¬ 
ciously calling them “original” and “creative” works. 

Mandatory Inaction: In July, the mayor of the town of Ador, 
Spain (pop. 1,400), officially enacted into law what had mere¬ 
ly been custom - a required afternoon siesta from 2 to 5pm. 
Businesses were ordered to close, and children were to 
remain indoors (and quiet). 

Police Report 

At a traffic stop in Rockingham, Vt., on July 26, both driver 
and passenger were charged with DUI. Erik Polite, 35, was the 
driver (clocked at 106 mph on 1-91 and, according to police, 
with drugs in the car), and while he was being screened for 
intoxication, passenger Leeshawn Baker, 34, jumped behind 
the wheel and peeled off in reverse across the highway, nearly 
hitting the trooper, who arrested him. 

Nathaniel Harrison, 38, was arrested in July in a Phoenix 
suburb on several charges, including possession of a deadly 
weapon during a felony, but he escaped an even more seri¬ 
ous charge when a second “deadly weapon” failed to 
engage. Harrison reportedly intended to retaliate against a 
“snitch” and arrived at the man’s home carrying a rattle¬ 
snake, which he supposedly pointed at the man, hoping it 
would bite him. However, the snake balked, and Harrison’s 
attempted payback failed. 

Lame Defenses in Lake County, Fla.: 1) Daniel Baker, 40, 
and Robert Richardson, 19, were arrested in Altoona, Fla., in 
August after getting caught loading appliances from a vacant 
house. According to the arrest report, both men appeared 
incredulous to learn that items in a vacant house aren’t just 
“free.” 2) Six days earlier about 20 miles away in Tavares, 

Fla., Corey Ramsey, 23, was arrested for burglary when a

police officer caught him sitting on a toilet in a vacant, for- 
sale house attending to a need. Ramsey’s extensive petty- 
crime rap sheet belied his explanation for being there - that 
he was contemplating buying the $299,000 house and want¬ 
ed to try it out first. 

Still More “Intelligent Design”? 

Zoologists at the University of Basel in Switzerland, publish¬ 
ing recently in a prestigious British journal, reported the likeli¬ 
hood that a certain flatworm species has overcome the frus¬ 
tration of not finding a mating partner in its lifetime. The scien¬ 
tists believe the flatworm exploits its hermaphroditic qualities 
and injects its sperm into its own head, from which the sperm 


sometimes migrates to its reproductive facilities. (Flatworm 
researchers are aided on their projects by the species’ trans¬ 
parent bodies, facilitating the tracking of the sperm.) 

Protest! 

About 200 protesters gathered in front of Hong Kong police 
headquarters on August 2 to denounce the 3V2-month jail 
sentence given to Ms. Ng Lai-ying, 30, who was convicted of 
assault for shoving a police officer with her chest. Women 
(and some men) wearing bras as outerwear chanted, “Breast 
is not a weapon.” (Lai-ying was originally protesting the hardly 
sexy issue of import-export abuses between Hong Kong and 
mainland China cities.) 

Funny Old World 

The Welsh language is such a severe mutation of the origi¬ 
nal English spoken in the Middle Ages that, to the inexperi¬ 
enced eye, it is barely distinguishable from, say, Klingon. In 
fact, in July, the Welsh government, responding to queries 
about a possible UFO sighting near Cardiff airport, playfully 
issued its galaxy-friendly response in Klingon - “jang vIDa je 
due luq,” meaning that further information will be provided. (In 
Welsh, for example, “I cannot understand Welsh” is “nad oes 
modd i ddeall Cymraeg.”) (Recently, in Swansea, Wales, 
alleged drug dealer Dwaine Campbell, 25, adamantly refused 
to leave his cell for a court hearing because he feared being 
judged in Welsh - until authorities promised to transfer the 
case to Campbell’s native England.) 

Update 

Despite repeated assurances by Olympic officials, it 
appears more certain than ever that 2016 boating and surfing 
events in Brazil’s Guanabara Bay and Rodrigo de Freitas Lake 
will be conducted in water so polluted with human sewage 
that every athlete will almost certainly be struck with fever, 
vomiting and diarrhea. An August Associated Press report 
revealed the waters’ virus levels (of fecal coliform and other 
viruses) are as high as 2 million times the level that would 
close down a California beach. (Olympic and local officials 
continue to insist that the water will be safe by next summer, 
but, as the AP pointed out, their protocols test only for bacte¬ 
ria and not viruses. One U.S. water-quality expert advised all 
athletes to move to Rio ahead of the games - to try to build 
up an immunity.) 

“News of the Weird” Classic (May 2010) 

In mid-April (2010), senior Iranian cleric Ayatollah Kazem 
Sedighi warned that recent earthquakes in Haiti, Chile, and 
elsewhere were caused by women’s loose sex and immodest 
dress. Immediately, Australian Jennifer McCreight responded 
on Facebook by urging women worldwide to dress provocatively 
on April 26 (2010), to create a “boobquake” and test the cler¬ 
ic’s theory, and at least 90,000 women promised they would 
reveal serious cleavage on that date. On April 26, following a 
several-day absence of earthquakes, a quake measuring 6.5 
on the Richter scale hit just south of Taiwan. (Slight advantage 
to the ayatollah, since a Purdue University seismologist 
observed that a 6.5 quake was not uncommon for that region). 

Perspective 

Construction on a $1.7 million therapeutic equestrian facili¬ 
ty in St. Cloud, Fla., expressly for use by wounded U.S. ser¬ 
vice members, was delayed in August when a bald eagle nest 
was discovered on the grounds. Federal law requires at least 
330 feet of clearance for the nest, plus additional monitoring 
to assure the birds’ tranquility. Said one neighbor, “The very 
animal that symbolizes freedom is delaying therapy for those 
who fought for it.”

TO IMPROVISE CHEKHOV PLAYS, THE CAST OF NOTHING 

AND EVERYTHING LEARNED JUST HOW MUCH GOES ON IN THEM

“Nothing happens.” 

That’s the rap on Anton Chekhov’s plays, 
you know. Those dramas of late 19th century 
Russian life - The Seagull, Uncle Vanya, Three 
Sisters, The Cherry Orchard - are just bunch¬ 
es of people sitting around their country 
estates talking and sighing and doing, well, 
not much of anything. 

It’s a criticism that doesn’t sit well with 
Peter Rogers, a local improviser of longstand¬ 
ing whose extensive credits have ranged from 
Charles Dickens Unleashed and Fakespeare 
to Start Trekkin’ and The Joss Whedon Pajama 
Party. “If ‘nothing happens’ in Chekhov,” 
says Rogers, “then surely nothing happens 
in Mad Men, and nothing happens in Lost in 
Translation, and nothing happens in Louie, 
and nothing happens in the entire mum- 
blecore genre. Yes, we still have our plot¬ 
hammering favorites ruling the box office, but 
there are widely loved stories that favor the 
slow burn, the subtly nuanced character, and 
the explosion that happens after your story¬ 
teller’s taken a good, long time to earn it.” 

Rogers has good reason to stand up for 
cousin Anton, as he’s one of the cast mem¬ 
bers of Nothing and Everything: Improvised 
Anton Chekhov Plays, a show that was a 
smash success at the Hideout Theatre in 
2014 and is being revived this weekend 
for four performances at the Long Center. 
Rogers and his all-star improv teammates 
- Parallelogramophonograph’s Kareem Badr 
and Kaci Beeler, Confidence Men’s Troy 


Miller, Your Terrific Neighbors’ Courtney 
Hopkin, Hurly Burly’s Marc Majcher, Control 
Issues’ Cat Drago, Happily Ever After’s Megan 
Sherrod, and Mandinka’s Andrew Buck - have 
spent countless hours immersing themselves 
in Chekhov’s work and world, learning about 
the history, culture, and day-to-day life of 
his Russia, not to mention the speech pat¬ 
terns of people from that time. (“We practice 
speaking sans modern/Texan verbiage, which 
can get tricky sometimes,” says Drago.) 

What they’ve learned is there’s actually 
a lot happening in the playwright’s work. 
“Chekhov patiently sets up tensions between 
characters early on, tensions that will sim¬ 
mer beneath the daily small talk and explode 
in later confrontations,” explains Rogers. 
“Those tensions are realized in the smallest 
interactions: a friend’s anecdote that you 
ignore, a disagreement about a newspa¬ 
per story, a casual slight against how well 
someone does their job. It’s all there, lurking 
between the lines of everyday life.” 

“His work is so oddly melancholy and hilar¬ 
ious at the same time,” adds Drago. “I think 
it lends itself perfectly to improv.” 

That certainly proved to be the case during 
Nothing and Everything’s debut run, and the 
cast is eager to show that it is again - this 
time for an entirely new audience. “Since 
improv is a relatively new art form as a dis¬ 
cipline, many people haven’t yet had the joy 


of discovering it,” says Drago. Being at the 
Long Center, says Rogers, “gives us a chance 
to reach theatre fans who have been curi¬ 
ous about improv but were never quite sure 
where to take the plunge.” And the layout 
of the Long Center’s Rollins Studio Theatre 
“puts the whole audience much closer to the 
performers, and that should give this run a 
more intimate and less presentational feel¬ 
ing,” he adds. “That should be perfect for the 
stories that we’ll be telling.” 

There has been a lot of discussion among 
local improvisers about whether their chosen 
art form needs somehow to be “legitimized” 
in the eyes of Austin’s arts scene to expand 
its audience beyond the core crowds that 
patronize the Hideout, the New Movement, 
the Institution Theater, and ColdTowne. If so, 
a run of a hit show at a large, traditional per¬ 
forming arts venue such as the Long Center 
might help accomplish that. Drago, however, 
thinks that larger audience for improv is more 
a matter of time: “Just like traditional script¬ 
ed theatre, I truly think there is a type of 
improv for everyone to enjoy. Comedy, drama, 
horror - these are all legitimate genres seen 
in scripted work, but not everyone likes every 
style. It’s the same for improv. As improv 
begins to grow and expand its horizons, 
people will begin to see its value among 
other art forms, as they discover the genres 
of improv they enjoy. But that’s already hap-

pening in Austin. And Nothing and Everything

Do you see it?” 

“No, I’ve got nothing.” I stare at a 
vertical rectangle of rich midnight blue colored 
over in parts by equally even, cloudy gra¬ 
dients of rusty umber. “I can feel there’s 
something there, I can sense the space, but....” 

“It’s right there! Here’s an anatomical 
model, a torso in profile with its shoulder 
rolled back; there’s the women’s shoe on 
its point; and there’s the softball,” says Asa 
Hursh gesturing at the Brauntuch on the 
wall. I’ve asked him to talk about contem¬ 
porary curation in Austin, and 
this is how we start. The image 
snaps into view as he speaks. 

“It’s a still life - a slightly erot¬ 
ic one as still lifes go - but 
because you can’t immediately 
grasp the imagery, the work 
also remains an object, and 
that sends you back into the 
sculptures from the other two 
artists that surround it while 
hopefully maintaining in the 
viewer - you - that same mode 
of searching throughout the 
experience. It’s very clever as 
an artwork, but also as a curato¬ 
rial technique.” 

We are standing in Lora 
Reynolds Gallery admiring 
works by Troy Brauntuch, 

Andy Coolquitt, and Jeff 
Williams, three of the highest- 
profile artists living in Austin 
brought together for an exhib¬ 
it organized by Colin Doyle. 

The works jibe well, Coolquitt 
and Williams creating unlikely 
assemblages that slam togeth¬ 
er a strong sense of play with 
the harsh weight of utilitar¬ 
ian materials, and Brauntuch 
debuting a series of ominous 
wall-based works that first read 
as black surfaces but then give 
way to very realistic but barely 
discernible imagery. 

“Yeah, Brauntuch has done 
some incredible work with 
these,” Hursh adds, “the most 
ambitious of which is here in 
the main space, but what I real¬ 
ly want to show you is how the 
back space is put together - 
what Lora Reynolds calls the 
‘Project Room.’” 

Hursh is ending his first 
year as executive director of 
Art Alliance Austin, a longtime coalition of 
arts supporters retooled under his leader¬ 
ship to help grow Austin’s visual-art scene. 
Hursh has done admirable work in a short 
time: increasing AAA membership tenfold, 
launching Austin Art Weekly (an online 
source for arts exhibitions and events), 
hosting monthly Art Breaks to let the pub¬ 
lic converse with local artists and curators 
in their spaces, and bringing local contem¬ 
porary galleries into Art City Austin for the 
first time in the art fair’s history. He credits 
most of that success to a recharged entre¬ 
preneurial attitude and to keeping up with 
where the local scene is headed. 


“I’m most interested in the Project Room 
because of the way it encapsulates the 
show,” Hursh says, “and because it dem¬ 
onstrates a very pure, distilled curation; 
there’s one work from each artist, and the 
way these relate to one another define an 
intended dialogue - a dialogue that’s been 
invisibly moderated by the curator.” 

We move into the room behind the recep¬ 
tion desk, a small space with one wall occu¬ 
pied by a work station and a tall bookshelf 
full of art anthologies, catalogs, and artist’s 


books. It’s usually reserved for smaller 
projects and shows, but here it serves as a 
continuation of the work in the main space. 

From the doorway, I spy a quiet work 
by Coolquitt, a pale square of soft cream 
and off-white fabrics in horizontal strips 
contained neatly in a white frame. As I step 
past the threshold, however, my attention is 
quickly stolen by a large roll of metal stand¬ 
ing on its edge, canlike, but pinched around 
the middle by a huge steel vise. This work 
by Williams is set closer to another piece 
of Brauntuch’s: a somber object/painting/ 
drawing depicting a scarf mapping out the 
contours of a figure’s face and head. 


“Can you see this one?” asks Hursh. 

“Yes, that’s much more evident.” 

“Troy Brauntuch’s works read some¬ 
where between monochrome painting and 
photography,” he explains. “This dichotomy 
is interesting because critics and art histori¬ 
ans have described monochrome paintings 
as ‘pure painting’ and photography is sort of 
the opposite, having a history of subverting 
or replacing painting. But these works are 
neither - they’re objects more than images. 
It’s hard, if not impossible, to discern how 


they’re constructed or what the materi¬ 
als are. The objects are beautiful. They’re 
ambiguous but incredibly detailed.” 

I follow Hursh’s pivot to the large roll of 
metal, the threaded rods and square tube 
stock of the crushing apparatus unchanged 
from the material found at Home Depot or 
the local welding supply store. 

“Jeff Williams is emphasizing the mate¬ 
riality of his media,” says Hursh. “In this 
case, taking it right to the edge of destruc¬ 
tion. Even though the work is in a small 
interior space, only four feet high, it takes 
on a monumental quality. Williams is dem¬ 
onstrating the massive force, power, and 


construction of these materials. It’s a piece 
that viewers could feel as though they 
grasp quickly, but after the careful viewing 
required by Brauntuch’s work, it’s natural 
to offer the same thorough observation 
to Williams’ piece. It seems that there 
is an interest in entropy here and a nod 
to famous land artist Robert Smithson, 
but whereas Smithson would take mate¬ 
rials just past a break point, Williams is 
taking materials to their limits without 
fully breaking them, or he’s accelerating 
entropy through fire, erosion, 
or chemical peels, without let¬ 
ting that entropy completely 
render down its subject.” 

I glance back into the main 
space at Williams’ Cibolo Creek, 
a small construction rigging 
a blowtorch’s business end 
toward a fossil, in essence stag¬ 
ing a physical time-lapse of 
geothermal decomposition. 

“Those concepts are inter¬ 
esting enough on their own,” 
Hursh says, “but we give much 
more attention to Williams’ 
physical aesthetic and detail 
because of the Brauntuch near¬ 
by. In return, the drama and 
weight of the Williams lends 
gravitas to the other works; 
in them we search for greater 
meaning than we may have 
[on their own]. Coolquitt ben¬ 
efits from that but adds a more 
upbeat playfulness to the group 
and, most importantly, lev¬ 
ity. Colin, Lora, and the team 
have done a great job selecting 
works of Coolquitt’s to high¬ 
light that strength - predomi¬ 
nantly suspended lamplike 
sculptures and lush textiles.” 

We move back to Coolquitt’s 
inviting white work titled it’s 
the least i could do. Maybe I’m 
_ just a slave to suggestion, but 
| looking at it invokes an infan- 
> tile sleepiness. 

m “He’s the most mercurial 
| of the group,” Hursh says. 
“In his solo exhibitions, he at 
times intentionally overloads 
the viewer with objects and 
information, but this selection 
of Coolquitt’s work is a little 
quieter, calmer, and it allows 
the viewer to pause and think a 
little more deeply about each work instead 
of trying to digest a large quantity. On first 
glance, what we’re really drawn to is the 
materiality: soft, textured fabric strips on 
canvas. It’s the opposite of Williams’ hard, 
heavy steel and returns to a framed object 
on a wall that is referencing painting but 
is really more object than image, hopefully 
moving us, as the viewer, in relative full 
circle back to Brauntuch.” 

Once pointed out, I can feel Coolquitt’s 
levity, Williams’ gravity, and Brauntuch’s 
tempo affecting how I see the work. I sus¬ 
pect that Hursh brought me here for this 
gestalt effect, but also because the space is

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working with aesthetics common to Austin, 
just in an uncommon way. I’ve seen these 
themes before in the city - DIY materiality, 
dark elusiveness, post-punk irony, the signs 
of violent action - but that sort of grit rarely 
makes its way into Lora Reynolds’ pristine 
space. (Tom Sachs doesn’t count.) Here, 
simplicity and precision guide curation. 
The works are framed by the cleanliness of 
the space in a way rarely replicated in the 
city outside a museum, and the breathing 
room between works is a refreshing change 
of pace. It’s not the only recipe for success, 
but it is a welcome one. 

“But then there’s this,” Hursh says, one 
arm crossed and the other out with palm 
up, pointing out six metal tubes of varying 
lengths under two feet leaning against the 
wall, three Pepto-Bismol pink, three brass. 
They look as if they could be scrap from 
Coolquitt’s Alice series suspended over the 
front desk, and in the project space, they fit 
just as well with the other utilitarian objects 
- computer, chair, bookshelf - as with the 
other artworks. These metal tubes break 
away from the cohesion and polish of the 
rest of the room and exist in a liminal state 
between art and something rougher, less 
refined, but maybe more real. 

“Confusing, right? Here’s another side of 
curation,” Hursh says, handing me a title 
sheet and one-page exhibition text. “This 
was written by the assistant director, Colin 
Doyle, in collaboration with the artists.” 
That text gives background and loose con¬ 


ceptual frameworks for each artist. Closing 
out the section on Coolquitt: 

“It can be difficult to tell whether 
Coolquitt’s objects are somebody-mades 
(curiously modified things he finds as-is 
on the street), finished works (in which 
the hand of the artist is evident), or in- 
betweens (objects that may have the poten¬ 
tial to be incorporated into a finished 
work). This ambiguity of origin collapses 
the distinction between art and life, high¬ 
lighting Coolquitt’s ultimate goal of honor¬ 
ing existing communities while building 
new ones.” 

I stare back at the in-between at our feet. 

“It almost feels like Coolquitt snuck 
this unfinished piece into an otherwise 
very polished exhibition,” says Hursh. “His 
name isn’t next to it on the title sheet, it 
feels like he couldn’t help himself, and 
the other work, especially in this room, is 
too clean by comparison. The in-betweens 
and somebody-mades act as a counter¬ 
point to that framed and completed qual¬ 
ity; they’re interesting because we’re not 
sure why they’re here or how they fit into 
the curation. They’re an outlier, and it’s 
unclear where they’re going. It’s unclear 
for Coolquitt, too. He’s selected the objects 
and arranged them in the gallery space. 
But even he’s not calling it a finished work. 
Nonetheless, he is saying it’s worth looking 
at, worth thinking about. 

“Earlier, you asked me to describe cura¬ 
tion in Austin in broad strokes and the state 


of the scene. You could say we necessitate 
the inclusion of the in-between. We rebel 
against commonly held protocols of suc¬ 
cess. That’s not all of Austin’s identity, but 
it is a cherished part of it. In Coolquitt’s 
in-betweens, there’s a countercultural rebel¬ 
lion that subverts and defines the curation 
of the rest of the space. 

“Like the in-between, Austin is on dis¬ 
play in the midst of our development, 
before we’re a finished product or even 
sure where we’re headed. We’re still this 
shapeless network of artists, art spaces, 
and events. This unfinished nature is draw¬ 
ing interest and curiosity because people 
want to get in on the ground floor. The 
scene is less established than an L.A. or a 
New York, but the rigidity of those scenes 
can be frustrating for creatives looking for 
increased agency.

Dream Us Home, 
Mr. Chekhov 


Breaking String’s Gusev is a remarkable, feverish journey 
through the human condition

In the new play Gusev from 
Breaking String Theater Company, 
a group of Russian soldiers are 
returning home by sea after having 
completed their service. One might 
expect this to be a rowdy scene with 
lots of celebration, but the 
opposite is true in Graham 
Schmidt’s original adap¬ 
tion of the Anton Chekhov 
short story, which Schmidt 
also directs. Illness is 
rampant among the sol¬ 
diers. One young soldier, Gusev (Keith 
Machekanyanga), will likely die soon, which 
is apparent to everyone but himself. 

Gusev spends much of the play engaged 
in a delirium of memory and feverish visions. 
The production combines theater, dance, and 


shadow puppetry as it ushers Gusev 
through his final days. He longs for 
home, and memories of his family 
bubble to the surface. His fellow trav¬ 
elers are not cruel, but neither are they 
gentle as they discuss his predicament. 
For those who have 
experienced loss, especially 
those who have seen a loved 
one’s health whither away, 
Gusev is a remarkable play 
to see, because it so directly 
embraces the grief of the 
human condition. There is nothing gentle about 
the character Gusev’s journey toward death, 
but the production offers a feeling of universal¬ 
ity and even relief as the story concludes. 

It is helpful to have read the original short 
story before seeing the play. While the perfor-

mance is impressive in its staging and some 
lines are pulled directly from the story, cer¬ 
tain elements, like the apparition of the bull’s 
head without eyes, make more sense after 
one experiences the short story. 

Perhaps with this in mind, dramaturg and 
assistant director Gabrielle Randle has mount¬ 
ed a display just outside the performance 
space that is well worth viewing. It offers 
some context for the story: Chekhov’s journey 
to a hellish prison camp in remote Russia and 
his long trip back to Russia by sea. 


Gusev is an ensemble 
work, and the design con¬ 
tributions are notable, la 
Enstera’s set of a ship 
breaking apart partners 
with Robert Fisher’s hull¬ 
popping sound design. Erica 
Gionfriddo’s choreography 
helps move the story away 
from the realist territory that 
Chekhov’s most popular 
stage works inhabit and 
into a hazier landscape 
(or seascape, in this case) 
that is more about these 
characters’ experiences 
than it is a conventionally 
structured story. Technical 
glitches tripped up the initial 
moments of a performance 
early in the run, but barring that, Julia M. 
Smith’s projection design conveys much of 
Gusev’s journey. 

The power of theatre lies in its ability to 
create a community experience. With Gusev, 
it is possible to feel less alone in one’s grief 
over our own fragility. These sad, frighten¬ 
ing moments are shared, and like a priest 
blessing the body of the deceased, the 
production grants these experiences some 
beauty in the language that Chekhov uses to 
wrap them in.

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DAY TRIPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 


The Stafford Bank and Opera 
House in Columbus hearkens back to 
the days of vaudeville. For more than a 
century the brick three-story building 
has served the community as a corner¬ 
stone of the courthouse square. 

Robert E. Stafford began building his 
Texas empire in 1856. After the Civil 
War, he bankrolled his land, cattle, and 
banking interests with cattle drives. His 
“ICU” livestock brand served as a warn¬ 
ing to rustlers and business partners. 

Completed in 1886, the building 
was designed by Nicholas J. Clayton. 

The architect also designed the well- 

known Bishop’s Palace in Galveston and St. Edward’s University in Austin. 

The Columbus building had a bank and dry goods store on the first floor and the the¬ 
atre upstairs with seating for 1,000. Stafford’s home was next door, and he watched per¬ 
formances through the window of his upstairs parlor. Guests came from Austin and 
Houston to see Lillian Russell, Houdini, and others. 

After Stafford was murdered, his family continued to operate the building for many 
years. It was leased to the county’s first Ford dealership from 1918 to 1974. The local 
historical preservation organization bought and began restoring the landmark in 1972, 
rededicating it in 1990. 

The Stafford Bank and Opera House is at 425 Spring St. in Columbus, and is open 
for self-guided tours. There is a visitors’ center on the first floor. The Stafford hosts 
regional theatre companies in October, November, March, and April. For a schedule, call

For Andria Millie, treating salsa right is the 
primary thing. “I really think it needs to be 
honored,” she says. 

Millie honored her salsa by naming it for 
the Spanish word “crop,” or more specifically 
“cultivation.” Using traditional techniques and 
heirloom chiles while sourcing locally from the 
city’s many urban farms, Cultivo salsas are 
citrusy, rich, and layered, showcasing deep 
flavors and thought. After extensive travels 
through Mexico and 20 years in the restau¬ 
rant industry (including her current front-of- 
house gig at Dai Due), Seattle native Millie 
has had the advantage of watching chefs 
hone and highlight the flavors of individual 
ingredients in the best possible way. It’s this 
careful, tender treatment of each ingredient 
that makes Cultivo stand out. 

For example, to prepare Cultivo’s original 
red salsa (honorable mention in the 2013 
Austin Chronicle Hot Sauce Festival), Millie 
quick grills tomatoes and then moves them 
off the fire to slow smoke. She then roasts 
jalapehos, habaneros, and garlic, while grill¬ 
ing larger chiles and onion. Coriander and 
pepper are toasted and then ground by 
hand in a molcajete, and additional onion 


NUTTY BROWN CAFE owner Mike Farr is excited 
about the impending relocation of his eatery and music 
amphitheatre to the former McNeil Park property he’s 
just purchased from the city of Round Rock, but the 
move will take a while. Thanks to a 
generous deal with new property 
owner H-E-B, Nutty Brown will 
remain in the original location until 
the new venue is completely devel¬ 
oped, but the coolest neon cowboy 
in Central Texas will be twirling a 
rope alongside 1-35 just south of 
IKEA by the end of 2016. “I love 
Hays County, I’ve raised my fam¬ 
ily out here and I’ll miss Dripping 
Springs, but the McNeil property 
has everything we could ask for 
in a new location - larger capacity so we could book 
bigger acts, better traffic flow, more parking, beautiful 
trees, and no nearby residential areas to be bothered 
by noise,” Farr explained. However, Farr will still have a 
business interest along 290 West in the former Seiior 
Buddy’s location. Look for Farr to join partners Matt 


Luckie and Jeff Waughtal to open Graceland Grocery 

(8600 Hwy. 290 W.) sometime in October. It will be 
an interesting mash-up of a convenience store and 
bar with food service from Stubb’s Barbecue, plus a 
coffee shop featuring pastries and 
Cuvee Coffee. Sounds like an inter¬ 
esting place to stop at the gateway 
to the Hill Country. 


KRISTEN HEANEY'S YARD 

BAR (6700 Burnet Rd.) finally 
became a reality last week, and 
Chronicle contributor Claudia 
Alarcon pronounced opening day 
“awesome. I hope she opens one 
in South Austin so we could go 
every weekend.” Amenities in this 
well-thought-out dog park include 
comfortable eight-foot picnic tables for pet parents 
and play areas for both large and small dogs. There 
are clearly defined rules and Bark Rangers on duty to 
make sure that everyone plays safely. Guests must be 
21 and over, and admission is by the purchase of day 


passes or memberships. Thanks to a couple of crowd¬ 
funding campaigns, Yard Bar opened with about 500 
members already signed up. Heaney tells us she’s 
also seeing new people trying things out with day 
passes. “My idea all along was being able to have a 
beer at the dog park, and I wanted people to feel like 
they’re relaxing in someone’s backyard. I’ve already 
seen the setup encouraging community, which is just 
what I was going for.” Refreshments for humans are 
a big part of the deal with a wine and beer program 
curated by Rae Wilson and craft cocktails from head 
bartender Paul Chapin, formerly of Frank. Longtime 
Jo’s Coffee manager Tina Rose is the general man¬ 
ager here and the approachable, picnic-style menu 
is produced fresh in-house under the direction of 
kitchen manager John Workman, most recently of 
Second Bar + Kitchen. Alarcon was impressed with 
the killer pimento cheese, the deviled eggs, and the 
burger, not to mention a Cosmic Cowdog cocktail 
made with kombucha. And she could just get her 
wish. Heaney says Yard Bar No. 2 would definitely 
be in South Austin. All she needs is the right piece of 
property.

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is caramelized. After that, the 
ingredients are processed 
together before adding the final 
touches of raw onion, lime, 
and cilantro. “I really think that 
when done right, respecting the 
original way that it’s supposed 
to be made, you can make it a 
dynamic enough item that it’s 
worthy of building a dish around, 
as opposed to it being an after¬ 
thought,” says Millie. 

This rings true for her green z 
salsa, available year-round like S 
the red, as well as her seasonal S 

z 

offerings which include an heir- * 
loom tomato pico de gallo, a o 
chile piquin chimichurri, and a 
springtime green pico, made with green toma¬ 
toes, shallots, and Mexican mint. According 
to Millie, the possibilities for salsas are end¬ 
less. Why not roast a pork shoulder in it? 
Prepare a steak and top with pico, or perhaps 
an over-easy egg on top of green sauce. “If 
it inspires you to make something at home 
that would otherwise be mundane, then that’s 
awesome,” she says. 

Currently available through Farmhouse 
Delivery and at In.gredients, Millie hopes 
to expand her operation, but it isn’t her top 
priority. “I definitely want to showcase it as 
a product for the people in my immediate 
community first and foremost,” she says. “If 


you’re going to move into a community like I 
have, I want to be authentic and available to 
the locals.” Moreover, she wants to change 
the way people think of salsa, less of a side 
note and more of a centerpiece. After all, 
there’s nothing more central to conversation 
than the act of preparing and eating food, 
and nothing brings about conversation better 
than a great meal. “Over the years, I made 
it just for fun,” she says. “I found that it was 
really awesome to just have a ton of people 
over and watch them gather around a bowl 
of salsa. It has the power of bringing people 
together.” - Anna Toon

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Planting the Seeds 

Commercial kitchens keep Austin cooking

Before Austin became famous for homegrown spicy condiments inspired by the now-25-year-old Austin Chronicle 
Hot Sauce Festival, the best-known packaged foods to emerge from our city were probably Adams Extract and frozen 
Top Chop’t steaks bearing the Night Hawk brand. Fast forward to 2015 and in addition to hot sauces, Austin is now 
recognized as the birthplace of everything from NadaMoo vegan ice cream and Pogue Mahone pickles to Sticky Toffee 
Pudding and Austin Slow Burn queso. The impressive array of artisan foods produced locally usually started with a 
creative spark in someone’s home or restaurant kitchen, but they needed a larger environment in which to grow and 
flourish. That growth most likely happened in a shared use commercial kitchen, one of several around town. These culi¬ 
nary incubators give aspiring food artisans the opportunity to test out the production and marketability of their product 
without incurring the great expense of installing a commercial kitchen, while also providing caterers and mobile food 
vendors a permitted kitchen to call home. We visited a couple of these incubators recently to see what they are hatching.

Back in 1998, Herb Levy helped a friend open a second- 
story, biker-themed restaurant near the corner of East Sixth 
and Red River called Knuckleheads. The ill-fated eatery was 
there and gone in a heartbeat, but hanging on to some of 
the kitchen equipment set Levy on a career path that con¬ 
tinues to be part of his life 15 years down the road. Using 
that equipment, Levy set up the Just Add Chef kitchen in a 
conveniently located building in Downtown Austin and got a 
commercial kitchen permit from the city in 2000. He sent out 
postcards announcing the availability of a permitted commer¬ 
cial kitchen to every caterer in the local phone book, and to 
this day, he says those postcards are the only investment in 
marketing he’s ever made. Word-of-mouth has always kept his 
kitchen in demand, but Levy has still never quit his day job 
with Tableau Software. 

In the early days, Levy says he mainly hosted caterers and 
the occasional pioneering mobile vendor such as the Best 
Wurst, and everyone who used the kitchen worked under the 
one permit for the building. However, as the local food busi¬ 
ness grew and changed, the city implemented more rules 
and regulations. Within five years, each business had to have 
its own permit and inspection schedule. Levy left Downtown 
to take over the former home of Go Go Gourmet in a 
1,500-square-foot space on the 1-35 northbound access road 
in 2008. Over the years, he has acquired and sold equipment 
depending on the demands of clients. No one needed the 
jacketed soup kettle so it’s gone now, but commercial mixers 
and a dough sheeter are very useful for bakers. These days, 
Levy says his revolving clientele breaks down into three main 
categories: caterers and personal chefs, food artisans, and 
mobile food vendors. 

“I’ve always had a couple of anchor tenants who take 
up lots of time and others who work around them,” Levy 
explained. Some of his recent anchor tenants include Nimble 
Foods, Micklethwait Craft Meats, and the Peached Tortilla. 

“I lost the Peached Tortilla when Eric moved up to brick-and- 
mortar in the spring,” Levy reports, adding, “I either lose 
them when they give things a shot and figure out it’s not 
going to work, or I lose them when they outgrow the limits 
of this space like Sticky Toffee Pudding or Cake & Spoon, 
and move up to the next level.” Just Add Chef offers kitchen 
cooking stations, a dishwashing area, plus some dry and cold 
storage, but the air conditioning is limited. Each new tenant 
gets a crash course in the hard, hot, physical work involved 
in sharing cooking and food storage space. While Just Add 
Chef has established hourly rates, Levy says he evaluates 
each new potential tenant and tries to offer some flexibility 
to start-ups. “Although the first thing new people usually say 
is they’d like to rent kitchen space between 9am and 5pm, 
Monday through Friday, and I have to tell them those blocks 
of time are pretty much always spoken for,” Levy advises.

At Capital Kitchens, caterer and private 
chef Trish Wesevich not only offers prospec¬ 
tive tenants a kitchen in which to work 
and grow their company, but working in the 
space comes with business development 
services, as well. For instance, she cultivates 
relationships with local retailers to assist 
in product placement and helps tenants 
make connections with potential investors, 
co-packers, food technology, mentoring, and 
social media groups. At any given time, she’ll 
have more than 25 tenants sharing space 
in the 3,600-square-foot warehouse kitchen 
in a South Austin business park. Like Herb 
Levy, her clients break down into the three 
categories of caterers, artisans, and mobile 


vendors, and she’ll have both anchor and 
revolving tenants in the mix. 

Some recent success stories Wesevich 
points to are Daily Greens, a fresh juice ven¬ 
dor that quickly outgrew her kitchen and is 
now in an East Austin production facility; and 
Good Seed Burger, a wildly popular vegan 
burger patty company that parlayed an intro¬ 
duction to the Incubation Station into wider 
distribution and preparation by a co-packer. 
Sway Water bottles their flavor-infused bev¬ 
erages at Capital Kitchens for distribution 
to local stores and farmers’ markets, while 
Yeti Frozen Custard began making custards 
for their trucks there as well, and now pack¬ 
ages pints to sell in local specialty markets. 


There’s always a healthy contingent of mobile 
food vendors working at any time - Hand 
Helds, Chico & the Fox, Brown’s Bar-B-Que, 
and Toaster, to name just a few. “We hated 
to lose Chaat Shop when Josh [Thomas] took 
the Green Pastures job. His food was so 
good,” Wesevich says. 

In an effort to provide more support 
to mobile vendors, Wesevich is one of 
the founders of the Austin Food Trailer 
Chamber, along with Brian Erickson of 
Trucklandia Fest, Joel Paprocki of Insure 
My Food Trailer, and Phyllis Kruciak of the 
Celia Jacobs Cheesecake Experience. The 
nonprofit group fosters conversation about 
professional training and business growth, 


creates social environments for mobile 
vendors to interact, and provides the oppor¬ 
tunity to address issues important to the 
industry with a unified voice. Wesevich is 
also looking to expand her kitchen opera¬ 
tion to service food businesses more effec¬ 
tively. She’s applied for a $100,000 Chase 
Bank Mission Street grant which she would 
put toward the development of a second 
kitchen space with more cooking stations, 
increased dry, cold, and frozen storage, and 
a convenient loading dock. She finds out 
about the grant in September, but win or 
lose, Wesevich intends to keep growing and 
providing a place food professionals to grow 
along with her.

Contest 

At the heart of The Austin Chronicle Hot Sauce 
Festival is the contest itself. The blind-tasting com¬ 
petition for individuals, restaurants, and commercial 
bottlers is conducted by some of the top chefs in the 
state. They take hot sauce seriously, and so do most 
of the people who enter. Several previous winners in 
the individual category have gone on to start their 
own hot sauce companies. 

The contest has three classes of competition: 
individuals (homemade), restaurants, and 
commercial bottlers. This gives us a good chance 
to recognize homemade sauces in a class by them¬ 
selves. It also lets us consider salsas made fresh 
daily in restaurants, apart from those made for 
grocery store shelves. The categories in each class 
are designed to leave enough room for a wide 
variety of styles. In the past, special variety sauces 
have included fruit salsas, dried-pepper salsas, 
and even a purple sauce. 

Restaurant, commercial, and individual hot sauces 
that have been made in a commercial kitchen are 
available for tasting by the public in the tasting 
pavilion at the center of Fiesta Gardens.

12:30-l:30pm: Chef lliana de la Vega of First Plates award¬ 
winning El Naranjo starts the day with a salsa de tomatillo y 
naranja. De la Vega first gained international acclaim as the 
owner and chef of El Naranjo in Oaxaca, Mexico, earning acco¬ 
lades from The New York Times and Bon Appetit. After political 
unrest forced her to sell that restaurant, she moved to the U.S., 
eventually settling in Austin. In Austin, de la Vega and husband 
Ernesto Torrealba opened the El Naranjo trailer while de la Vega 
worked as a chef instructor at the then-new Culinary Institute of 
America in San Antonio. The trailer eventually led to a brick-and- 
mortar on Rainey, where de la Vega is still setting the bar for 
Austin dining today. 

l:30-2:30pm: Chef Paul Macry from Le Cordon Bleu College 
of Culinary Arts takes the middle slot with tropical fruit sal- 
sas for shrimp or chicken.

Necks of Kin 


FROM DUSK TILL DAWN BARES 
ITS FANGS FOR SEASON 2

In an abandoned East Austin body shop, D.J. Cotrona hides 
behind a burnt-out wreck of a car. He’s back in the costume 
and war paint of suave bank robber Seth Gecko - black suit, 
no tie, a curl of a tribal tattoo on his neck. Elsewhere on set, 
Zane Holtz is wearing his own version of the Gecko uniform 
as Richie, Seth’s psychotic and psychic sibling. The Gecko 
brothers are reunited for season 2 of horror show From Dusk 
Till Dawn. 

Series producer Robert Rodriguez calls his 
1996 film the short-story version of the tale of 
bank robbers-turned-vampire hunters, and the 
TV show is the novel. Season 1 retold that short 
version, expanding and elaborating. As season 2 
begins, Cotrona said, “That storyline is done, and 
now we’re carrying on.” 

It’s a clean page being written upon, with one big change 
already for the Gecko brothers. Holtz puts it simply. “We 
broke up.” 

It’s a little more complicated than that. Richie (Holtz) 
o had been turned into a culebra, an ancient breed of 
£ Mesoamerican snake monster. Meanwhile, Seth is on the run 
Sj with Katie (Madison Davenport), one of the few human survi- 
o vors of last season’s massacre at the Titty Twister. Cotrona 
P explained, “These guys have a very co-dependent relation¬ 
al ship. They’re two halves of the same whole. Even if they’re 
S butting heads, that’s their process.” This sudden sibling 
| separation “takes this symbiotic relationship and blasts them 
” into completely different worlds.” It’s a tougher transition for 


Seth, whom Cotrona describes as “used to being in control 
and calling all the shots, while Richie is used to doing all the 
mechanics.” 

“The brain,” interjects Holtz. Still, he’s not quite out on 
his own, as he’s in the thrall of the seductive and vampiric 
Santanico Pandemonium (Eiza Gonzalez). Holtz said, “We’ll 
see how that partnership works, in comparison to the Gecko 
brothers.” Without Richie, Seth is rudderless. “He’s a sad 
boy,” said Holtz. “He’s emo.” 

“So many emotions,” sighed Cotrona, shaking his head. 

Los hermanos Gecko have never been so divided, and it 
seems only one man can bring them back together. Rodriguez 
regular Jeff Fahey appears this season as Uncle Eddie, the 
man responsible for - arguably culpable for - raising the 
gangsters, and he’ll be damned if he sees them separated. 
Eddie’s a tough guy, but Fahey is a tough man to track down. 
When Rodriguez first hired him in 2006 for Grindhouse, he 
had to fly the actor in from Afghanistan, where he 
was a global ambassador for the U.S. Committee 
for Refugees and Immigrants. Then when 
Rodriguez first tried to get him for Dusk, Fahey was 
in London’s West End for a critically acclaimed 
performance as Juror No. 3 in 12 Angry Men, then 
Mexico as Republic of Texas Secretary of War Thomas Rusk 
for the History Channel’s Texas Rising. But finally, Rodriguez 
found his window. Fahey said, “He sent a description and 
some of the dialogue, a few scenes, and I was in. Of course, 

I would be in anyway, because it’s always a great, comfort¬ 
able, fantastic adventure every time I work with him.” 

With Eddie, audiences will finally see where Richie and 
Seth acquired their taste for crime, and for snappy black 
suits. “I’m their mentor,” Fahey said. So is Eddie a good guy? 
“Absolutely,” said Fahey. “Just a little misunderstood by some 
elements of the law.” Now it’s his job to get the family back 
together, even if one nephew bursts into flames in sunlight. 
With avuncular pride, Fahey said, “He always valued the rela¬ 
tionship they had as thieves.” ■

Fight of the Century 


BEST OF ENEMIES CLIMBS BACK IN THE RING WITH 
BUCKLEY AND VIDAL FOR THEIR 1968 FACE-OFF

The biggest heavyweight bout onscreen in 
2015 won’t be on pay-per-view, and it won’t 
even involve prizefighters. It’s in the docu¬ 
mentary Best of Enemies, which focuses on 
a pair of intellectual pugilists, Gore Vidal and 
William F. Buckley, when they were hired by 
ABC to spice up its coverage of the 1968 
political conventions. Given 15 minutes daily 
to engage in largely unmediated debate on 
topical matters, the notoriously contentious 
pundits challenged each other’s political 
positions, hurled highbrow digs, and came 
dangerously close to throwing punches. The 
Buckley-Vidal face-offs provided spectacularly 
compelling television, laying the groundwork 
for 60 Minutes’ “Point/Counterpoint” seg¬ 
ment, the Dan Aykroyd/Jane Curtin Saturday 
Night Live parody, and pretty much every 
news commentary program televised today. 

When Best of Enemies screened at SXSW 
2015, the Chronicle asked author/filmmaker 
Robert Gordon why he and co-director Morgan 
Neville, acclaimed for their docs about music 
(.Johnny Cash's America, Respect Yourself: The 
Stax Records Story, Muddy Waters: Can’t Be 
Satisfied), took this turn to politics. 


Robert Gordon: I saw a bootleg DVD of the 
debates and immediately recognized a great 
story in it. I think the similarity this has with 
the [music documentaries] is, one, my love 
of larger-than-life characters, and two, the 
opportunity to tell a bigger story through 
smaller events. Here, I saw the roots of the 
present culture wars, and I loved the meta¬ 
phor of one man on the left, one man on the 
right, and the bell, you know, “Go!” 

Austin Chronicle: It’s like AH and Frazier. 

RG: It is! I knew right at the beginning that 
this was going to be rich with metaphor and 
possibility. These two guys losing their cool 
on the set in Chicago was a metaphor for 
what was going on outside on the street. 

AC: People look at 1968 as a hinge point in 
American history, but they tend to concentrate 
on the assassinations, and even when they 
deal with the conventions, the protests and 
riots take focus. But you zeroed in on these 
men who were so alike yet such opposites - 
whose comment was it that the two are like 
matter and antimatter? 

RG: Well, I’ll tell you this: In the early years, this 
project was defined by what it wasn't more than 



what it was. As we were doing the research and 
learning things and beginning to edit, we’d say, 
“Wait a minute! This is not about the conflict in 
Chicago.” Back down the road. We’d go forward. 
“No, it’s not about Nixon.” Back down the road. 
We were determined not to remake something 
that had been made, and we knew there was 
wealth in these two guys. But like you said, it’s 
a major year with all these activities, and we 
were constantly sidetracked and would have to 
back down the road and say, “Very interesting. 
Plays great on the screen. Throw it out.” 

AC: Do you feel a Vidal and Buckley today 
could have a voice on the national scene the 
way they did in the Sixties? 

RG: TV has changed, right? There’s no 
incubator anymore for public intellectuals.

it sexy, you know? They 
were told, “Dig into the 
issues.” And their ani¬ 
mosity and enmity and 
distrust of each other 
kept pulling the high- 
minded guys onto the 
low road. But they would 
always get back on the 
issues of the convention 
or the day. I don’t think 
television allows that 
anymore. You’ve got that 
thing in your ear and the 
producer saying, “We’re losing points. Change 
the topic, change the topic!” 

AC: Best of all possible worlds, what do you 
hope this film can do? 

RG: One, that [it reminds] people that these 
vitriolic fights we’re having today are not new. 
They have roots that go back decades, and 
the issues are a little more complicated than 
we allow them to be today. Two, that it makes 
people aware that two people in extended 
dialogue with intellectual thoughts [on televi¬ 
sion] is not necessarily boring. Dialogue is 
the answer, right? If it’s war or dialogue, dia¬ 
logue is the long-term answer, and I hope this 
will bring that back and let TV networks know 
that audiences can be trusted to be engaged 
by longer, uninterrupted, deeper thoughts. ■

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Method Man 

A Brando compendium

Marlon Brando was a bundle of infinite 
contradictions: sinner and saint, recluse 
and icon, glutton and stud, charlatan and 
genius. The utterly remarkable documentary 
Listen to Me Marlon charts the actor’s life 
through Brando’s own words, using public 
domain materials and never-before- 
seen or -heard video clips and audio 
tapes from his personal archives to 
reveal a complicated human being 
who defied simple categorization by 
design. No talking heads here, just 
Marlon in all his magnificent com¬ 
plexity. For any cineaste, it’s a mind- 
blowing experience. 

A troubled Midwestern childhood 
(both parents were alcoholics; 
his father physically abused him) 
marked this extremely sensitive 
young man for life, fomenting the madness 
in the Method that catapulted him to instant 
stardom as the brutish Stanley Kowalski (a 
character he detested) and assured him a 
film career distinguished by radical artistry 
with lapses of embarrassing laziness. In his 
debut film The Men in 1950, Brando spent 
three weeks residing with maimed veterans 
to prepare for the role of a paraplegic ex-sol¬ 
dier, immersing himself emotionally and phys¬ 
ically in the part with revolutionary fervor. 
Fast-forward 30 years later to The Formula, in 
which he wore a hearing aid wired to a pock¬ 
et recorder rather than memorize his lines, 
when screen acting had (once again) become 


nothing more than a paycheck. For every On 
the Waterfront, there was a Superman. As 
he aged, Brando seemed more and more 
content to rest on his ever-widening laurels, 
with the exception of a burst of brilliance in 
the early Seventies. Flow could this happen 
to the man considered cinema’s greatest 
actor? 

There are no easy answers in 
Listen to Me Marlon, but what a wealth 
of insight it provides into this enigma. 
The film covers the waterfront, 
documenting a rich and varied exis¬ 
tence in that unmistakable voice. It 
recounts his avid political activism on 
behalf of the civil rights movement 
and Native Americans, although his 
famous refusal of an Oscar now feels 
like a well-meaning but misguided 
publicity stunt. It also chronicles his turbulent 
personal life, one marked by messy relation¬ 
ships, an obsessive need for privacy, and bit¬ 
ter tragedy in the form of his son Christian’s 
conviction for murder and his daughter 
Cheyenne’s subsequent suicide. But it’s the 
private, confessional Brando (particularly in 
the self-hypnosis tapes he made late in life) 
that will leave you nearly breathless. Using a 
ghostly digital rendition of the actor’s face on 
a computer screen to embody his words, the 
filmmakers make Brando eerily come alive at 
times to tell his story. Wow. It’s nothing short 
of transcendent.

Remember the lovely 1950 British com¬ 
edy/drama Last Holiday, in which a sad and 
lonely salesman (a sublime Alec Guinness) 
spends his life’s savings to stay at an 
upscale seaside resort on the assumption 
he has only a few weeks to live? (Forget the 
schmaltzy 2006 Queen Latifah remake.) In 
many ways, the equally lovely After Words 
echoes the same quiet desperation of 
someone at the end of her rope. Flere, the 
sad and lonely Jane (Flarden), a middle-aged 
librarian living an anonymous existence in 
Los Angeles with only a cat for company, 
decides to travel to Costa Rica after losing 
her job to a depressed economy and the 
Internet. But this is not the traditional vaca¬ 
tion getaway to an exotic locale. The two pre¬ 
scription bottles she packs with her belong¬ 
ings suggest Jane is looking for a more 
permanent version of rest and relaxation on 
this trip. When she hires the handsome Juan 
(Jaenada), a smooth-talking but good-hearted 
tour guide and sometimes gigolo, to show 
her around his beautiful Central American 
country, however, you wonder whether she’ll 
follow through with this planned suicide mis¬ 
sion. Or will Jane finally get her groove? 

Predictable but never coy about it, After 
Words speaks to the fateful connection that 
sometimes occurs between two people under 
the most improbable circumstances. Sure, 
the two principals are stock characters you’ve 
seen plenty of times before, but both Flarden 
and Jaenada imbue them with a little some¬ 
thing extra, something that holds your atten¬ 
tion even though you know exactly how every¬ 
thing will end from the moment these two

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Spider; Rite of the 
Shrouded Moon 

Tiger Style Games on bringing a dead story to life

It’s launch day for Spider: Rite of the 
Shrouded Moon, and the local develop¬ 
ment team has been boiled down to its two 
core members. The co-founders of Tiger 
Style Games, David Kalina and Randy 
Smith, have the look of exhaustion and 
excitement that accompanies releasing a 
project following a period of intense focus. 
“I haven’t had a day off in two-and-a- 
half months,” Kalina admits. “Social life’s 
taken a bit of a hit.” 

The labor involved comes as no sur¬ 
prise since Spider is two games in one. 
You control the titular arachnid with one 
objective: Create webs and capture as 
many insects as possible. However, you, 
the human behind the 
controls, slowly discov¬ 
er a yarn being spun in 
the background as the 
spider spins webs in 
the foreground. Photos 
and other clues left by the inhabitants - 
who, judging by the number of bugs left to 
populate the estate, are long gone - reveal 
a domestic drama. Even deeper lie coded 
messages and puzzles indicating a family’s 
ties to a secret society. “To understand the 
story you have to pay attention and play 
detective,” says Kalina. “There’s a payoff.” 
You can choose to focus on the spider’s 
needs (survival) or the human desire to 
explore the tantalizing depths of a rabbit 
hole filled with secret passages and lore 
waiting to be deciphered. 

Smith found himself researching secret 
societies and discovered that “there are 
no definitive answers because there are 
so many sources clearly misrepresenting 


things.” Over the course of separating the 
factual wheat from the conspiratorial chaff, 
one covert brotherhood in particular pro¬ 
vided fodder for the game. Smith even 
promises that die-hards who research the 
arcane alphabet used in Spider can find 
real-life historic documents which in turn 
reveal deeply buried secrets in the game. 

Spider: Rite of the Shrouded Moon is 
a sequel to Spider: The Secret of Bryce 
Manor which came out when there were 
no iPads and only one iPhone. What the 
original Spider lacked in scope it made 
up for in timing. Back then, “nobody even 
knew they wanted a good mobile game,” 
Smith says. The first iteration of Spider 
hit the App Store while 
the iron was hot and 
is credited with being 
one of the first games 
to utilize the unique 
interface of smart¬ 
phones. That iron has cooled significantly 
since, as the App Store drowns in count¬ 
less games vying for attention. “A lot of 
the audiences now, because they’re so big, 
respond really well to authenticity.” Smith 
explains. “They want something they can 
tell the developer really cares about.” 
Spider’s laboriously detailed environments 
and nooks waiting to be discovered make 
that care evident. 

Smith recalls the weeks of crunching 
to finish the game, saying, “We had much 
more control over everything. Dave and I 
really got in there personally and touched 
every square inch of the project with our 
own sensibilities and design standards. And 
that felt good.” ■

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Some subcultures define a generation: 
hippies, punks, and, more recently, nerds. 
Others remain invisible to the general public. 
The Twitch community resides in the latter 
category despite its exploding popularity. 

The streaming site pulls the fourth-largest 
amount of Internet traffic during peak hours - 
Netflix, Google, and Apple sit in the top three 
spots - and yet is barely known outside of 
gaming circles. 

To put Twitch’s raison 
d’etre on a bumper sticker: 

The site enables video game 
enthusiasts to live-stream 
play sessions while an accompanying chat 
room encourages viewers to share their 
thoughts in real time. Popular streamers 
have hundreds of thousands of followers 
and make five- and sometimes six-digit sala¬ 
ries from subscriptions to their channel. 

The relationship between streamers 
and viewers is largely one-way, however. 

The chat often moves so quickly that com¬ 
municating anything to the streamer (who 
is usually also busy playing a game) can 
be nigh impossible. Cedar Park’s Michael 
Molinari (aka OneMrBean) is turning the 


tables with a game-changing game for 
game-streamers. 

It started a year-and-a-half ago when 
Molinari started developing Choice Chamber, 
which incorporates Twitch’s chat into the 
game. Soon he was streaming the project-in¬ 
progress to test out ideas. “I could see what 
works and what doesn’t,” Molinari explains. 
“This idea hadn’t been done before, so I 

had no one to rip off, which 
I would have loved to do.” 
Despite a lack of predeces¬ 
sors, Choice Chamber was 
released last month and 
immediately embraced by some of Twitch’s 
biggest stars. Who needs advertising when 
you have thousands of people watching their 
idols have a blast playing your game? 

Choice Chamber might appear to be a stan¬ 
dard game: a hero with a weapon jumping 
around obliterating baddies. However, when 
streamed on Twitch, the viewers decide on 
what weapon, the style of jump, the type of 
baddies, and even the shape of the levels. By 
soliciting votes in the chat room and tallying 
them, Choice Chamber lets the once-power- 
less viewers assist or curse their favorite

Twitch personalities, or just their pal who hap¬ 
pens to be streaming that day. Individuals can 
even be randomly chosen as the room cap¬ 
tain and drop helpful items or deadly bombs 
on the player. “I just smile like a villain when¬ 
ever something goes really wrong for some¬ 
one,” Molinari willingly admits. “Welcome to 
Choice Chamber. This is what you get.’” 

All’s fair in Molinari’s creation. The spikes 
and fireballs that claim the lives of so many 
heroes can also kill enemies. Conversely, 
the game’s “gizmos,” which are partially con¬ 


trolled by an individual viewer, aren’t always 
helpful. In the heat of a fast-paced battle, 
those same gizmos can find themselves in 
the wrong place at the wrong time and cost 
the player a life. “They’re not called ‘helpers’ 
on purpose,” Molinari says. 

While tight-lipped about upcoming addi¬ 
tional content for his game (“I’m working 
with ... someone ... on a thing”), Molinari 
continues to stream his game every week 
and slowly create an empowered subculture 
within a subculture. - J.R.

people meet. Even Jane’s blossoming trans¬ 
formation from mousy spinster with hunched 
posture to attractive, mature woman open to 
the possibility of intimacy is subtly handled 
- she becomes a delicate jungle orchid nur¬ 
tured by the respectfulness of a sincere man 
who wants to better himself. Who needs the 
slightly annoying literary quotations bookend¬ 
ing the film when this tender relationship 
communicates its essence? It’s in this respect 
that After Words needs no words at all.

What if a young Woody Allen had been 
cast as stony Jeff Spicoli in Fast Times at 
Ridgemont High, and then the whole thing 
was rewritten as a Jason Bourne action film? 
Somewhere in the multiverse that exact 
movie exists, but until quantum is our bitch, 
we’ll have to settle for American Ultra. 

You can see the high-concept cleverness 
of screenwriter du jour Max Landis all over 
this initially engaging slice of Stoner action 
rom-com (surely the nichiest geek subset yet 
explored). Halfway through, though, the film’s 
twinned tones of hapless, ganjafied anti¬ 
heroics and pink-misted ultraviolence turn 
into a haze of repetitively bloody set-pieces. 
By turns sweet, sadistic, and silly, American 
Ultra will probably make a stronger impres¬ 
sion if you watch it while high. 

Eisenberg is surprisingly well-cast in this 
less-than-serious role, and he uses his shaggy 
mane and mumbled dialogue to fine effect as 
Mike, a perpetually buzzed nebbish who suf¬ 
fers from crippling panic attacks and assorted 
neuroses alongside his long-suffering, co-ston- 
er better half, Phoebe (Stewart). No spoiler 
here: Turns out Mike’s actually an amnesiac, 
deep-cover experimental death machine for 
the CIA - but not an actual Terminator, as he 
relentlessly worries. Soon enough, leggy Agent 
Lasseter (Britton) arrives in town to “activate” 
him while power-mad Agent Yates (Grace, 
killing it) sends hordes of fully automatic 
American ninjas to wipe Mike off the face of 
Nowheresville, USA. Shoot, rinse, repeat. 

Director Nourizadeh previously gave us the 
extremely trippy, hugely entertaining, teen 
chaos theory of Project X, and Landis penned 
2012’s whip-smart, adolescent, dark wish-ful¬ 
fillment fantasy Chronicle, so why did American 
Ultra leave me feeling like I just scarfed down 
some mega-lite Crapa-Cola and a ginormous 
bag of gluten-free, brownish-flavored Crud- 
a-roos? Because American Ultra’s first half 
supersedes its second half, and thus the film 
has nowhere to go and nothing that’s not tele¬ 
graphed early on. What kicked off as a bong- 
on idea for a tale of two tokers in love and 
peril turns out to be just another genre-mash¬ 
ing shoot-’em-up with a dark, romantic secret 


at its heart. Not a bad trip to the movies if 
you can pull yourself up off of that Cheetos- 
encrusted couch, but also not anywhere near 
as subversively adept as what you’d hoped for.

If you grew up in the Sixties or Seventies, 
it sometimes seemed as though Robert 
“Evel” Knievel was everywhere. Granted, there 
were only three television channels and zero 
Internet, but Knievel - a legendary motorcycle 
daredevil, showman extraordinaire, and the 
original, iconic template for every lunatic act 
of gravity-defying bravado-cum-stupidity - had 
an outsized influence on America’s action- 
oriented cultural psyche. Everyone from 
Johnny Knoxville (a producer of this film) and 
his Jackass brigade to the airborne BMX and 
skater-centric X-Games owe him their very 
existence. The American public has always 
had a love affair with crash-and-burn, gasoline- 
fueled superstars, be they backwater demoli¬ 
tion derbies or NASCAR and Formula 1. The 
ruggedly handsome and virtually indestructible 
Knievel - he’s listed as having the most 
bones broken in his lifetime in the Guinness 
World Records - remains the bloodied and 
battered father of modern, non-Olympic, crazy- 
horsepower spectacle. (Like every Seventies 
proto-geek kid, I owned Ideal Toys’ Evel action 
figure and stunt cycle. Predictably, I launched 
it off the roof with an M-80 Scotch-taped to li’l 
Knievel’s backside. There were no survivors.) 

Junge’s ridiculously entertaining documen¬ 
tary includes a wealth of archival clips that 
still, after all these years, make you wince. 
There’s Knievel in 1967, attempting to jump 
the fountains at Caesars Palace in Vegas. 
Filmed by director John Derek (Bo’s future 
husband), the stunt goes horrifically awry, 
with Evel looking every bit the doomed rag 
doll tumbling across the pavement (crushed 
pelvis, concussion, multiple fractures). Then 
there’s his much-ballyhooed Grand Canyon 
jump which, thanks to the legal and liability 
issues (good call, Feds), never materialized. 

Junge traces “the last gladiator”’s hard¬ 
scrabble roots amidst the coal-mining, alcohol, 
and fisticuffs of Butte, Mont., to his early deal 
with Honda motorcycles, which led him to 
touring the country performing risky tricks for 
crowds that cheered for the failures as much 
as they did for his triumphs. That the man in 
the red-white-and-blue jumpsuit was a narcis¬ 
sistic egomaniac with some serious anger 
and booze issues is something Being Knievel 
makes abundantly clear through interviews 
with his longtime wife Linda and the various 
outsized characters who orbited his mercurial 
world. That’s not much of a surprise, and, in 
the end, Junge’s doc is less fascinating for 
revealing the beast behind the hero than it is 
for providing a cohesive and - you can’t deny 
it - action-packed summation of one of the 
most American of bat-shit crazy celebrities 
ever to attempt to ride a rocket-powered mis¬ 
sile across Idaho’s Snake River Canyon.

In 1968, there were only three televi¬ 
sion networks, and gavel-to-gavel coverage 
of the quadrennial conventions held by the 
Republican and Democratic political parties 
to elect their presidential candidates was 
the norm. ABC, perennially in third place, 
had more abbreviated coverage, and came 
up with a hopeful idea for a ratings booster: 
daily debates between two of the country’s 
most recognizable public intellectuals, 

William F. Buckley and Gore Vidal. 

Buckley, the founder of National Review and 
host of PBS’ Firing Line, was the country’s 
most prominent conservative thinker. Vidal 
was a novelist, essayist, playwright, and voice 
of the political left, whose satirical novel 
Myra Breckinridge, which ripped America’s 
sexual and social mores, had just come out 
in 1968. The two men shared a long-festering 
loathing for each other that had begun long 
before these televised debates, but were 
underscored for history as a result of them. 

As Christopher Hitchens remarks in Best of 
Enemies, “There was nothing feigned about 
their mutual antipathy.” Moreover, each man 
thought the other to be the embodiment of 
dangerous ideas. These sensibilities only 
became more pronounced as the historic 
demonstrations and riots that took place on 
the streets outside the convention halls in 
’68 brought the country’s political divisions 
into sharp focus. Hawks and doves, establish¬ 
ment and counterculture - it was a time for 
taking sides, and the debates offered some 
of the best political theatre around. 

Oddly, the filmmakers who’ve assembled 
this political history are best known as music 
documentarians: Neville is the director of the 
Oscar-winning film Twenty Feet From Stardom, 
and Gordon is the author and director of 
numerous music biographies and cultural 
studies, many of them focused on the artists 
of Memphis and elsewhere in the South. Yet 
maybe it took these two men knowledgeable 
about the art of performance to coax from the 
Buckley/Vidal debates perspectives that have

not been widely put forth previously. These 
debates were great live television and a harbin¬ 
ger of the split-screen talking heads who argue 
both sides of an issue, which has become the 
modern-day standard for TV news analysis. 

The debates created a watershed moment 
for television news (and ABC). Despite their 
mutual hatred, a symbiotic relationship was 
cemented between Buckley and Vidal, both of 
whom possessed an innate expertise for using 
television to their advantage. 

Most histories of these debates center on 
the famous exchange in which Buckley loses 
his cool after being called a “crypto Nazi” 
by Vidal one too many times. On live televi¬ 
sion, Buckley unleashed a gay epithet and 
threatened to “sock [Vidal] in the goddamn 
face,” an exchange that led to later magazine 
articles, as well as lawsuits and countersuits 
by the two men. The details of what went 
down are fascinating, but the ultimate focus 
of Best of Enemies is television and this dem¬ 
onstration that it can be both eminently view¬ 
able and illuminating.

ARBOR, VIOLET CROWN 

HITMAN: AGENT 47

Unless you’re a gamer, you can be for¬ 
given for thinking that Hitman: Agent 47 is 
nothing more than another fire-sale item 
in August’s cinematic wasteland. But the 
story of a genetically engineered assas¬ 
sin is based on a 15-year-old video-game 
series that, through five major releases, 
has become much revered for its innovative 
approach to stealth gameplay. As Agent 47, 
you are given various missions to eliminate 
a target. How you do it is entirely up to you. 
Do you disguise yourself as a butler, infil¬ 
trate the mansion party, and stalk your prey 
until you have them alone, using your gar- 
rote as the coup de grace? Or do you go in, 
guns blazing, killing all witnesses in a blood¬ 
bath that alerts every cop in the tri-state 
area? The fact that the developers gave you 
so many choices of how to carry out a mis¬ 
sion made the Hitman games so much fun 
and endlessly re-playable. 


But as a film franchise, the property con¬ 
tinues to suffer, first with 2007’s lackluster 
Hitman, with Timothy Olyphant shaving his 
head for a forgettable film that still went on 
to gross almost $100 million. And now (not 
surprisingly), we have another reboot, Hitman: 
Agent 47, which attempts to revitalize the fran¬ 
chise, because if Spider-Man can do it every 
few years, why not a niche video-game char¬ 
acter? This time, it’s Orlando Bloom doppel- 
ganger Rupert Friend (so good on Homeland, 
so unremarkable here) who goes cue ball in 
the title role. The plot revolves around Katia 
(Ware), a loner searching for her scientist 
father Litvenko (Hinds), who successfully 
designed the genetically engineered assassin 
program in the Sixties before disappearing 
without a trace. Agent 47 swoops in to save 
her from John Smith (Quinto), an agent of the 
Syndicate, dying to get its hands on the super¬ 
soldier technology. Much mayhem and tedious 
plot points ensue. It doesn’t help that the 
talented Quinto is completely miscast here 
as the heavy with “subdermal body armor” (it 
means you can’t shoot him, so stop fucking 
shooting him!). Friend, as the cold, emotion¬ 
less, overly competent assassin who dis¬ 
patches an endless supply of henchmen with 
slow-motion head shots, advances nothing for 
this played-out trope, but he looks good doing 
it. Hitman: Agent 47 is a film that bears noth¬ 
ing but a passing resemblance to the game 
that spawned it, but that shouldn’t surprise 
anyone, as it’s all just a cash grab, anyway. No 
choice but to wash, rinse, repeat: cha-ching.

PEOPLE PLACES THINGS

By Hollywood movie standards, People 
Places Things is decidedly low-stakes. It’s 
not like there’s an asteroid crashing to Earth 
or anything. But real-life cataclysms tend to 
be more of the domestic variety, and that’s 
the kind that opens this indie relationship 
comedy, as the gloomy graphic novelist 
and adjunct professor Will Henry (Clement) 
catches Charlie (Allynne), his long-term part¬ 


ner and mother of their twin daughters, in fla¬ 
grante delicto with another man. In another 
movie, that revelation might lead to verbal 
fireworks or very physical fisticuffs. Here, 
after a brief, unmuscled tussle between Will 
and Charlie’s tubby lover, Gary (Chernus), 
she gives Will a sad shrug and declares their 
years-long union over. Cut to a year later. 

Arguably, there’s greater dramatic potential 
in what passes in that first year post-break¬ 
up, but writer/director James C. Strouse 
(Grace Is Gone, The Winning Season) sets a 
more challenging agenda for the film: to real¬ 
ly settle into Will’s rut and explore the sort of 
stasis that can swallow whole years of a life. 
The film’s ambitions, and its observations, 
are tinier then, but also more pinpointed. 
People Places Things takes a tuning fork to 
the title’s broad swath to find sounds that 
are at once familiar and true. For instance: 
The awful courteousness people who used to 
be lovers take when they’re lashed together 
as co-parents - you can actually hear Will’s 
voice pitch higher on the phone, as careful 
and nonthreatening as a customer service 
rep - and how ruinously fast that polite 
stance dissolves when old wounds reopen. 

Will’s wounds are barely scabbed over. 

When he dumps his despair onto a room¬ 
ful of undergrads, one of his students, Kat 
(Williams, a Daily Show correspondent), invites 
him over to dinner, thinking he might hit it off 
with her single mom, Diane (Hall). But the film 
means to do something more interesting than 
just dangle a new love interest. Diane’s trou¬ 
bled experiences as a divorcee and Kat’s bad 
memories of watching new boyfriends shuttle 
in and out resonate with the new normal that 
Will and his 6-year-old daughters (cute, but 
just props) are now muddling through. 

Gently funny and admirably, even unfashion- 
ably humane, People Places Things is at its 
best beat-to-beat. Take two steps back, and 
the big picture reads more tractionless, and 
so modest it risks disappearing into itself. But 
Clement - a New Zealand comic talent most 
famous stateside as one half of HBO’s Flight 
of the Conchords duo - carries the film as its 
compelling and compassionate but befuddled 
lead. Playing someone who prefers solitude 
but hates feeling lonely (a not-uncommon

contradiction), he delivers his lines deadpan, 
deceptively sleepy, almost in slow-motion - 
the just-right speed for someone watching his 
life whiz by, and uncertain if he has the where¬ 
withal to wrest back control of it.

Hannah Fidell’s second feature to be filmed 
in Austin (after 2013’s A Teacher) is another 
romantic drama. Whereas the earlier film 
highlighted a relationship between a teacher 
and one of her high school students, the lov¬ 
ers in 6 Years are age-appropriate college stu¬ 
dents. And if the content of A Teacher raised 
the hackles of some, the reverse is true for 6 
Years. It is a predictably banal and occasion¬ 
ally melodramatic story about young adults 
who’ve been a romantic couple for six years - 
ever since they were teenage neighbors - but 
as their 20s start unfolding, their relationship 
frays under the weight of grownup concerns. 

Although the story’s outcome is telegraphed 
from the get-go, there are still many things 
of interest in 6 Years. Primary here are the 
naturalistic performances of the two leads, 
Farmiga and Rosenfield. Enhancing the actors’ 
tone is the camerawork by Andrew Droz 
Palermo, which roams freely while still keeping 
the characters in tight focus. Mel (Farmiga), 
a junior in college, is a student teacher. Ben 
(Rosenfield) is an intern at an Austin record 
label and is about to graduate. But the only 
thing we see these characters ever really 
working at is partying and getting drunk, and 
they are not well enough developed to win our 
rooting empathy. Fidell wisely presents the 
story in snippets, which is good because it’s 
during the extended dialogue scenes that the 
film’s inadequacies reveal themselves most. 

If nothing else, 6 Years is a testament 
to the cohesion of the Austin filmmaking 
community. You can barely round a corner 
without seeing a familiar face or production 
credit. Produced by Austin’s Arts + Labor 
and the Duplass Brothers (former Austinites 
who made good in Hollywood), the film draws 
on the local industry for roles as extras and 
crew members. Next time out, Fidell needs 
to find some kind of midrange between A 
Teacher’s outre leanings and 6 Years’ conven¬ 
tionality. I’m confident she can re-calibrate.

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Austin Musk’s Cooperative Future 


There’s no quick fix for the arduous grind 
of Austin’s music industry, where the pay’s 
low, the rent’s high, and only the most faithful 
believe their hard work will one day amount 
to anything more than eking out a living. And 
yet, there are big ideas and people behind 
them willing to invest millions into our ragtag 
scene in hopes that it’ll grow into something 
sustainable, whether it’s a new Music Row 
(Nashville) or simply a viable DIY culture. 

Even before this summer’s Music Census 
(revisit “Playback: Austin Music Census,” 

June 5), which exposed our industry as frag¬ 
mented and outlined the need for clusters of 
affordable working spaces, plans for creative 
hubs were coming to light. First it was St. 
Elmo’s Market and Lofts in South Austin, 
catering to music-focused business. Last 
month, Keller Williams Realty chairman 
Gary Keller made public his plans for All 
ATX Music Factory, an incubator aiding 
career development for Austin musicians. 

“We’ve gone from famine to feast,” says 
Don Pitts, manager of the city’s Music & 
Entertainment Division. “We’re consciously 
optimistic that we can get them in alignment. 

I think our industry can support three co¬ 
working spaces as long as they’re in the right 
geographical areas.” 

Today we introduce the latest, and most 
ambitious, music industry unifier. Mosaic 
Sound Collective aims to consolidate 


resources and services musicians need 
under one roof and make it affordable 
through a cooperative model. Slated for 
Mosaic’s campus: 

• A hostel for touring bands 

• Vinyl pressing 

• A venue with recording/video capabilities 

• Screenprinting facilities 

• Rehearsal rooms 

• Office space for businesses and nonprofits 

• A tech incubator 

• Mastering services 

Several of those concepts have never 
existed in Austin. 

At the helm of Mosaic is Dan Redman, 
sire of Residual Kid’s rhythm section and 
successful wine broker, who’s been work¬ 
ing on the project since early last year and 
expects it to open in 2016. 

“My motivation for this, coming at it as a 
music fan and having an interesting perspec¬ 
tive with my kids, was seeing their peer group, 
not kid bands, but adult bands, struggling to 
make enough to live here, let alone make a 
name for themselves in Austin,” he explains. 

“I see them working their asses off to go on 
tour for three months, then they come back 
and work two or three jobs to start the cycle 
over. They have passion, they have skills, but 
maybe they’re not the best business people. 


“Helping a guitarist who’s a screenprinter 
but needs web design, and knowing a musi¬ 
cian who’s a web designer but needs gear 
repair, and putting them together from a busi¬ 
ness standpoint seemed pretty easy.” 

Tyler Cannon, a publicist who represents 
Shakey Graves and Delta Spirit, says the 
availability of affordable workspace is para¬ 
mount to small businesses like his. 

“The biggest challenge for me has been 
finding a space,” he affirms. “I’ve been in 
three different studios, but most of what I 
can find is geared more towards artists, as in 
painters or sculptors. When musicians [and 
music industry professionals] hit a certain 
level, they’re supposed to move to Nashville, 
New York, or L.A. to grow. Where we’re lack¬ 
ing is the infrastructure for people to be part 
of the larger music industry as a whole and 
still be based in Austin.” 

Mosaic’s development team includes Kelly 
and Richard Weiss, the latter being the 
architect for Alamo Drafthouse. The educa¬ 
tional component is being advised by Public 
Image Ltd/Killing Joke/Ministry drum¬ 
mer Martin Atkins, author of survival guide 
Tour:Smart and chair of the music business 
department at Chicago’s SAE Institute. 
Mosaic’s collective members can access free 
on-site training in lighting/sound design, pub¬ 
lishing, and tour booking. 

Another drummer, Spoon’s Jim Eno, will 
head up the collective’s tech incubator. Eno, 
an electrical engineer who moved to Austin in 
the early Nineties to build microchips before 
his band became huge, says the program will 
allow him to marry tech and music. 

“My high-tech background informs the way 
I think about music,” he said late Tuesday 
night, fresh off becoming a father again. 

This month, the dream inches toward 
reality as Redman works to secure a 
25,000-square-foot space that can accom¬ 
modate all the collective’s functions. They’re 
in negotiations with a sprawling compound 
on the Eastside, among other sites, and plan 
to buy land in order not to face Austin’s sky¬ 
rocketing rent increases. As for partners and 
tenants, Mosaic has already received interest 
from recording entities, food and beverage 
partners, and a major local booking concern. 

“The needs are there, and people with 
more skills than I have are ready to do it,” 
says Redman. “I’m not trying to make a mil¬ 
lion dollars and a name for myself. My goal is 
to create a music community like I remember 
moving to Austin to be a part of in 1992. 
Where it wasn’t about competition, but about 
supporting local music and providing a launch¬ 
ing pad for Austin artists and creatives. 

“It’s time to rebuild our music scene, 
through focusing on the good of our music 
community, instead of the self-centered needs 
of each individual.” ■ 


FROM DUSK ’TIL DAWN 
ON RED RIVER 


The end is nigh for Red 7. The Downtown 
concert venue was expected to remain open 
through September, but last week owners 
audibled to close a month early. 

“There are three groups of people on the 
leases at Red 7, and this boils down to the 
dynamics between those groups, because 
unfortunately none of them really get along,” 
divulged Red 7 owner Tyson Swindell. “So 
everyone’s determined last-minute that to 
make sure everyone gets their bases covered, 
we need the maximum amount of time to move 
out. We looked at the calendar, saw we could 
move a lot of the shows, and went for it.” 

The final concert of Red 7’s nine-year run 
rages Friday, Aug. 28, with roadshow metal 
(Valient Thorr, Nashville Pussy) and local 
punk (Riverboat Gamblers, Spray Paint). 
August 31 then brings the precocious launch 
of Sidewinder, a joint venture between Red 
7 and Red Eyed Fly owners in the latter’s 
building. The lion’s share of the former’s 
immediate calendar moves to Sidewinder. 

Considering the hasty exit and reopening, 
neither venue had the lead time to prep a sen¬ 
timental stretch of goodbye shows. Owners 
of Holy Mountain, which shared a landlord 
with Red 7 and also couldn’t renegotiate a 
lease renewal, have had months to queue the 
perfect walk-off music. Booker James Taylor 
says he’s got three Mondays of secret shows 
booked (Aug. 31, Sept. 14, and Sept. 21). 
Performers, doing substantial underplays, will 
be announced the day of show.

What Charanga Cakewalk mago Michael 
Ramos did for Gina Chavez’s Album of 
the Year this spring (honored) and last 
(released) should happen to El Tule. Austin’s 
other Latin big band alongside Grupo 
Fantasma, these wily eight meet those 
Grammy-winners halfway between their 
brass blast and offshoot Brownout’s six- 
string slash. A Santana-esque lead details 
“Repique Mi Guaguanco,” but axe grinders 
John Dell and Stephen Selvey hardly pause 
there, searing the succeeding “Pulga 280” 
with a fire pit solo. Electro cumbias, hom- 
bre, call the bomberos. Fourth disc Cuatro 
effortlessly bangs out such modern burners, 
including opener “Mira Como Baila,” chanting a litany of Latinas over a spidery rhythm 
of drums and percussion (Michael Penic), timbales (Yonnel Augustin), and congas 
(Mateo Turner). The trumpet/trombone tandem of Joseph Ledesma and Max Garza 
trades jet fuel with the guitarists, all powered by the boom of Dell’s Spanish vocals. 
“Mover” follows suit, and “Escucha Me” parties like Miami’s South Beach. After a trio 
of stellar Hecho in Austin EPs, Cuatro - eight songs in 35 minutes - queues El Tule as 
Austin’s next Latin breakout waiting for its stars to align.

Patricia Vonne has 
demonstrated time 
and again that although she’s surrounded 
by uber talent - including celebrated Austin 
film director Robert Rodriguez - the Austin 
Music Awards-winner holds her own. On this 
compilation of Spanish cuts from her oeuvre, 
the local Bandolera infuses a modern rock 
twist into her area of expertise: traditional 
flamenco. Like a true Tejana, Vonne turns 
Country & Western into Country & Latin, 
bottling her passion in a culturally rich con¬ 
text. Tracing her life with a booming voice, 
the singer grieves over the passing of her 
grandmother on “Severina,” while “Mujeres 
Desaparecidas” tackles the ongoing femicide 
in Ciudad Juarez. Spain’s fiery spirit is promi¬ 
nent in “Torero” and “Fiesta Sangria,” func¬ 
tioning as capsules of transport into Vonne’s 
own family roots. Viva Bandolera’s backbone 
- the local’s signature castanets - carry the 
album, delivering a sound rarely found out¬ 
side of Mexican telenovelas. Bravo.

Jamie Wilson first

If Cole Porter’s songwriting were any less 
iconic, it’d be impossible to tell where his 
words end and Brian Kremer’s begin. His 
debut album, Echoes & Twirls, is a seamless 
mix of classics and originals threaded together 
by a clear devotion to vintage Western swing. 
Standards like “Don’t Fence Me In” and Hank

The Night Tribe (Music Road) 

Singer-songwriters should never require a 
lyric sheet. Every word needs to sound as loud 
and proud as the printed page. Dedicated by 
its author to the “Kerouac people: The all night

... and especially my songwriter and musical 
brethren who drive deep into the darkness 


on their long journey 
home,” The Night Tribe 
thrives on a 4am rest¬ 
lessness. A supple, 
Springsteen-esque 
lope graces “Maybe,” 
complete with Roy 
Bittan-like piano from 
Radoslav Lorkovic, 
central to LaFave’s nocturnal balladry. The 
rich organ and pedal steel-lined devastation 
of relationship draw “It’s Not on Me” betrays 
Nebraska grit, while the glide of “Never Came 
Back to Memphis” rides as smooth as solo 
Don Henley hits. Fifty-five minutes at dash¬ 
board night-light tempos lulls here (“Trying to 
Get Back to You”) and lachrymose there (“Talk 
to an Angel”), but sign posts mark the way. A 
leading Dylan interpreter, LaFave gives “Queen 
Jane Approximately” his deep red whine treat¬ 
ment - full-bodied, sugary, spiked with tan¬ 
nins. Likewise a cover of Neil Young’s “Journey 
Through the Past” harvests a melancholic 
Seventies vibe. The title track’s Crazy Horse 
solo on a lucid On the Road lyric works won¬ 
ders.

THE ROYAL JESTERS 

English Oldies (Numero Group) 

Formed at Lanier High School in the late 
Fifties, the Royal Jesters long ruled the San 
Antonio teen scene, plying sweet soul and 
heartbreak ballads at local dances, hops, and 
talent shows. The group’s catalog has now 
been lovingly compiled by the meticulous vinyl 
archivists at Chicago reissue label Numero Group on English Oldies, a 
28-song retrospective spanning the group’s golden years, 1962-67. This 
isn’t the first time Numero tapped the deep well and distinct regional 
sound of San Antonio soul. The imprint’s first foray came in 2013 with 
the reissue of Mickey & the Soul Generation’s funk masterpiece Iron 
Leg coming hot on the heels of Eccentric Soul: The Dynamic Label, a 
celebration of Abe Epstein’s regional indie. Embodiment of the beloved 
Westside sound, the Jesters capture the spirit of Alamo City better than

anything Numero has released thus far. Myriad lineup changes accom¬ 
panied the souleros’ nearly two-decade run, but the recipe remained the 
same: dapper young Chicanos crooning black R&B and bubblegum doo¬ 
wop with a debt to Mexican vocal harmony trios like Los Tres Diamantes 
and Los Tres Ases. English Oldies thus preserves that teenage dream: 
love and heartache overlaying punchy horns, searing organ, and a 
scrappy rhythm section. That innocence lives on in a Jan & Dean cover, 
the title track of their 1965 debut LP We Go Together. “Let’s go steady/ 
You are my first love.” The flute and falsetto-laden “I’ve Got Soul” offers 
a spot-on Impressions impression, while standout covers include the 
organ-driven “Private Number” (William Bell) and sly morning-after mus¬ 
ing of “Sleep Late, My Lady Friend” (Harry Nilsson, Jose Feliciano). Both 
Willie Bobo’s “Spanish Grease” and Mongo Santamaria’s “Afro-Lypso” 
are sonic outliers, dance-floor stampers that put the Jesters’ Latin flair 
front and centro. Lowrider R&B, Westside soul, English Oldies - call it 
what you will.

From 
four Little Walter songs to a 12-minute 
take on “Play to Lose,” Red Dress 
comes on thick and hot. “Lose” also 
appears, at half the length and twice 
the intensity, on The Pleaser, Forsyth’s 
latest studio LP. With a couple of 
decades of genre-busting Americana 
behind him, Austin’s harmonicat hops 
gracefully from the choogling social 
comment “Poverty Line” and shuffling 
satirical smirk “Put a Little Sex in It” 
to the menacing pound “Carried by 
Six (Pop’s Blues)” and the desperate 
garage roar “Nobody Gonna Bail Me 
Out.” The band itself gets to blow on 
“Miniskirt,” written by longstanding 
guitarist George Rarey, and the Waiter- 
tweaking title tune. With little wear 
or tear after 20 years of professional 
blues slinging, Guy Forsyth proudly 
flaunts the power of retained youth on 
The Pleaser with all the grace of well- 
earned maturity.

Southern-studded alterna-folk. Cello-buoyed 
opener “Dryland” commences the 11-track 
CD, its spiritually skewed chorus conveying 
the expat’s embraced migration effectively: 
“I’m finally home,” he sings, a tinge of twang 
detected in his calm baritone. Contributions 
from members of the Polyphonic Spree and 
Dana Falconberry’s backing band reinforce 
the album’s Texas slant, as do its producer 
Matt Pence (Midlake, Centro-matic), and mixer 
Erik Wofford (Black Angels, White Denim). “H 
Town” additionally nods the Rennes native’s 
former stomping grounds, having lived briefly 
in Houston as a child. “Old Heart” clicks 
catchiest amid its rich octave leaps and swell¬ 
ing orchestration. At times, strings’ constant 
accompaniment muddles the singer’s would- 
be poignancy. “Desperate Days” clutters 
in over-orchestration, while emotive closer 
“Change in Me” would pack more weight 
employing a less-is-more approach, thus leav¬ 
ing leeway for Fresneau to bloom as the propi¬ 
tious songwriter this disc substantiates.

GOOD FIELD 

Future Me (Piscina) 

The lineage of Good 
Field’s mellow shoegaze 
distinctly traces back 
through principal Paul 
Price’s former bands, 
with hints of indie 
pop darlings Voxtrot’s melodic crispness and 
Brazos’ atmospheric wash. Add to that the 
swooning, languid vocals that at times recall 
NYC’s Walkmen, especially on the opening 
title track and “Telecommunication,” and the 
local quartet’s sophomore LP hearkens their 
blog-rock roots of a decade ago. Yet Price also 
advances beyond that sound, with notable mix¬ 
ing touches from White Denim’s James Petralli 
keeping the songs provocative even as they dive 
deeper into a hazy melancholic eddy of swirling 
and sinking textures. Back-to-back, “Control” 
and “Hospital Bed” set the theme of emotional 
and physical stasis, the former’s dark touches 
and latter’s wanting moan wrapped in a sense 
of being trapped and powerless. “Wait” drops 
the chiming guitars into a slow crawl, almost 
Cohen-esque in its depression. Through the 
longing of “At the Airport,” Future Me closes in 
the throes of a demanding need for escape and 
connection with the driving “Do It.”

RESENT Gestalt (Vermin Resplendence) 

Eschewing hardcore punk’s tiresome tough 
guy histrionics, local trio Resent rages with 
abandon, specializing in spazzy outbursts with 
a propensity for sonic experimentation. Gestalt, 
a 13-minute blast of youthful adrenaline, onsets 
with a muscular snare roll from master basher 
Bryan Davis on “Bottom Feeder” before bassist 
Jacob Saheb’s redline roars loom over head¬ 
spinning tempo changes on “Jailbird.” Resent’s 
unconventionality manifests on B-side highlight 
“Rider, Stage Plot, Ego,” where Zac Ingram’s 
molasses guitar string bends and discordant 
harmonic breakdown demonstrates power sans 
power chords. ★★★ 

IMMORTAL GUARDIAN Revolution Part 7 

Immortal Guardian remains more than a 
Lone Star metal curiosity. Their chief shred- 
head, Gabriel Guardian, has long gone viral with 
simultaneous keyboard and guitar riffing while, 
locally, the band’s notorious for being dragged 
around fests on a trailer. On their sophomore 
release, the technical power-metal quartet aims 
high with the proposed soundtrack to a global 
uprising of the oppressed. “Beyond the Skies” 
storms the gates with machine gun double-bass 
drumming and a mega-melodic guitar assault 
over Brazilian belter Carlos Zema’s operatic 
promise to “fight for libertaaaaay!” The bom¬ 
bastic five-song EP lacks a signature song, but 
validates that they’re no novelty. ★★V 

TECHNICOLOR HEARTS Now We’re Here 

Compared to their performance-artsy live 
shows, Technicolor Heart’s second EP comes a 
little light on the pixie dust. The dyad of vocal¬ 
ist/violist Naomi Cherie and synther/guitarist 
Joseph Salazar’s spacious dream-pop arrives 
lean on profound content - dishing elementary 
refrains like “Be not afraid of who you are, be 
not afraid cuz you’re a shooting star” and crib¬ 
bing “Blowin’ in the Wind” for their own “Would 
You Come Back to Me?” Cherie’s breathy 
temptress vox rely on character, not beauty, 
and occasionally succeed, as on the densely 
produced “I Dreamed You Brought Me Flowers.” 
Otherwise they’re striving for space but getting 
lost in the clouds. ★★ 





WILDFIRES 

Aguas Frescas (Part 1) (Last Gasp) 

Led by Real Estate, Wild Nothing, and Yuck, the 
late-Aughts delivered indie pop’s second waves of surf 
rock and shoegaze. None was novel, yet each was 
great. On their debut, dream-pop locals Wildfires land 
in a similarly not-so-mutually-exclusive territory. Opener 
“Bad Breath” embarks sans frills, a down-strum gui¬ 
tar setting singer Gabe Baldwin’s reserved vocals. 

Despite an unabashedly foolproof “ooh ooh” chorus, 
it’s the EP’s catchiest cut. Later, “Lazy Daze” evokes 
Beach Fossils’ similar sound, its crisp guitar tone glid¬ 
ing beside soft-brushed percussion. Frank Zappa was 
mostly right: The good music has already been written. 

But Wildfires isn’t attempting to one-up their predeces¬ 
sors to re-cast shoegaze destiny. Rather, they’re genre purists. That there’s not a tune worth 
skipping on this lean disc marks their truest accomplishment.
